Talks with the Two Prisoners—Detectives

New Tonk, June 13.—[Special.]—It is

Cronin murder in Chicago. The friends of 
Alexander Sullivan among Clan-na-Gael men 
here are said to be thoroughly alarmed. The 
arrest of Maroney and McDonaid has been 
a severe blow to them in spite of all their 
loudly exvressed defiance.

Clau-na-Gael 
men opposed to Sullivan say that several 
prominent adherents of the latter are under 
surveillance, and would soon discover that 
fact it they attempt to leave town.

DINING THE ENGINEERS. 


IN LONDON, 


They Are Given a Banquet at Which Min- 
ister Lincoln Makes a Felicitous Speech 
— He Refers to His Own Engineering Kx- 
perience, and Says That Engineers Are 
Doing a Great Deal to Bind the Great 
English Speaking Countries Together.

went to Henry the Seventh’s chapel to hear 
a sermon from Dean Bradley, and afterwards 
paid a visit to the House of Commons. In 
the afternoon they attended a reception given 


John Goode, the Chairman, read a formal 
address of welcome on behalf of his col- 
leagues. , 

Prof. Thurston acknowledged the address 
in suitable terms. After several other 

speeches an attack was made upon the re- 
freshment counter below stairs, where the 
thoughtful generosity of Londoners had pro- 
vided an abundance of mint julep, claret 
punch, gin fizz, and other Yankee rarities, in- 
artisticaily constructed, it is true, but dis- 
pensed with lavish hand, after the agreeable 
London fashion. . 

The evening was spent ata banquet given 
by the same institution at the Guild Hall. 
Sir John Goode occupied the chair. At his 
rightsat Mr. Robert T. Lincoln, United States 
Minister; at his left, Lord Salbridge. There 
were also present Mr. Henry White of the 
American Legation, Sir Henry Bessemer, 
and others. After the usual loyal toasts the 
Chairman, in a neat and eulogistic 
speech, proposed the United States of Amer- 
ica, coupling the name of Lincoln. As the 
latter rose to respond a tremendous salvo of 
cheers greeted him. It was his first appear- 
ance in public since his arrival in Engiand, 
and he adverted to that fact. When the en- 
thusiasm of his hearers had in a measure 
subsided he said he had not realized before 
that such a weicome could be accorded 
to an American Minister in Engiand 
or elsewhere. He was at a loss 
to know how to respond. He had 
been warned to leave engineering alone, be- 
cause he was in the presence of experts, 80 
he did not feel at liberty to refer to his own 
experience as an engineer when he had 
charge of an army and navy engineering 
corps. In that period of his experience he 
had seen some of the greatest engineering 
feats of the times—namely: not only the 
improvement but the creation of 
rivers and harbors. He was also de- 
barred from speaking too much of the United 
States, because there were so many Ameri- 
cans present that he dared not speak any- 
thing but the truth, whereas his first impulse 
Was to yield to the feelings which he had 
brought away from the Washington cente- 
nary and paint his native country in such 
glowing colors as would occasion an exodus 
of ail British engineers to America. 

What Minister Lincoln did say, however, 
was in effect that the present occasion was 
one of many which had come under his no- 
tice showing the perfect good feeling that 
bound America and England together; that 
much of this international amity was due to 
the work of engineers who were rapidly de 
stroying time and space, and that he hoped 
this good feeling would continue forever.

Mr. Lincoln's speech at the engineers’ banquet 
recalled the happy tact and graceful good feel- 
ing of Mr. Phelps, the late United States Minis- 
ter. Whatever the American engineers’ criti- 
cism may be it will. not interfere with the friend- 
ly feeling with which they will be received every- 
where in the Kingdom.

BOULANGISTS MADE A MISTAKE, 


Pablic Opinion Does Not Sustain Them in 
Their Riotous Proceedings.

Paris, June 13.—MM. Laguerre, Laisant, 
and Deroulede, who were arrested In conse- 
quence of the noisy demonstration at An- 
gouleme Sunday, have been temporarily set 
at liberty. Proceedings against them will 
follow in the ordinary course. In the mean- 
time MM. Laguerre and Laisant have writ 
ten to the President of the chamber 
to complain that parliamentary immunity 
has been violated. This complaint will cer- 
tainly not proceed beyond the stage of mere 
protest and will have no practical result. 
We have seen the kind of reception granted 
Monday by the majority of the chamber 
to complaints of similar nature brought before 
the House. [tis indeed impossible to express 
at present anything like an authoritative 
opinion as to whether the case of the Bou- 
langist Deputies has any foundation. Their 
argument is that parliamentary immunity 
has been violated by the Magistrates at 
Angouleme. But the Constitution, while 
rendering members of Parliament inviolable, 
in that during the session they can only be 
arrested by consent of the chamber to which 
they belong, especially excepts cases of 
flagrarte delicto. Now according to the 
Angouleme authorities, it was the exception 
coming under this category which causea the 
arrest of Laguerre and Laisant. These Depu- 
ties are charged with having taken part per- 
sonaliy against the representatives of 
law and order. We know that the 
Chief of Police at Angouleme was maltreat- 
ed and wounded. More than this, M. 
Laisant and M. Laguerre are said to have 
made threats to the Procureur de la Repub- 
lique by assuring him Uthat so soon as an- 


other Government had replaced the 
existing régime he would have reason 
to regret his action. It is true 


that Laguerre and Laisant deny this ac- 
cusation, or seem to prove that their words 
were harmless, but this contention can only 
be decided upon after a formal trial, with ex- 
amination and cross- examination of wit- 
nesses. The President of the chamber is 
notin a position to sit in judgment on it. 
The courts of law alone can now pass on the 
facts, which have been duly laid before them. 
Public opinion on the matter is mostly in- 
different. It never approves of street rows 
and is never unfavorably impressed by meas- 
ures adopted to put a stop tothem. The 
Boulangists seem to be on the wrong tack 
when they get up a noisy public dem- 
onstration. By so doing they place 
weapons in the hands of the Goy- 
ernment of which it is not slow to 
avail itself. In addition to this they frighten 
the masses just now who are asking for noth- 
ing but peace and quiet. Public opinion in 
France is not what it was. There was a time 
when the, slightest sign of discontent against 
the Government caused trouble in the street, 
and barricades grew out of the ground. In 
the present day every one seems to understand 
that rioting is no longer of any use; that the 
only serviceable Weapons are voting tickets. 
The Boulangists boasted that they couid 
show a force of 20,000 men in the street, but 
up to the present time no one has seen this 
force. All the demonstrations got up 
by a league of patriots have proved 
abortive, and the agitation now be- 
ing aitempted in the provinces 
will meet with a similar fate. Riots such as 
those at Angouleme bring down the dis- 
pleasure of the public on their authors. The 
Government, moreover, is determined to put 
them down with a firm hand, and will giadly 
seize every opportunity that the Boulangists 
may be foolish enough to offer,

KILLED BY THE INDIANS. 


SETTLERS IN MINNESOTA ATTACKED 


BY THE CHIPPEWAS. 


Drunken Redskins Descend Upon the Set- 
tlements Along Mille Lacs Lake, Mas- 
sacre the Inhabitants, and Burn Their 
Houses—Seven Known to Have Been 
Killed and Many Wounded—The Militia 
and United States Troops En Route to 


the Scene.

Michelson rode into Mora at 2 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon and reported that the Chippewa In- 


dians located along the southern border of 


Mille Lacs Lake had begun the massacre of 
the whites. He said that a band of fifty In- 
dians had descended upon the homes of the 


settlers at midnight and had set fire to the 
houses and fired upon the fleeing residents. 
Jens Magansen, Hans Jorger, Peter Swen- 
son, and four others 
as they ran. A dozen were wounded, and 
it is believed others were killed.

DRUNKEN INDIANS. 
The reds have been gathering at Lonamie 


for ten days, and held the annual war dance 
there Tuesday evening. They had secured a 
large quantity of liquor somewhere, and were 
ugly and threatened to get even with the 
whites for fancied injuries. The settlers are 
constantly encroaching on their domain, so 
they claim, occupying their best lands, pick- 
ing their berries, and incumbering them by 
the building of fences and dams. 


Reports from Milaca Junction and Artkin 


say the settlers have left their homes en 
masse and are fleeing southward. A com- 
pany of home rangers was organized at Mora 
during the afternoon, and they will leave 
for Mille Lacs on horseback at daybreak, 
armed with rifles and shotguns. 


A special train bearing three companies of 


United States troops and half a dozen re- 
porters representing St. Paul and Minneap- 
olis papers left Fort Snelling at 12:45 a. m. 
for Milaca Junction, whence they will march 
across country forty miles to the scene of 
the massacre.

REPORTERS WAYLAYING

MANY WITNESSES TESTIFY TO POINTS 
ALREADY WELL ESTABLISHED, |

The Proceedings for the Most Part Formal 
and No New Evidence Developed—Dil« 

Ion Talks Freely on Recent De vel op- 
ments in the Case The Desmond Story 
a Fake—Jick Stanley Gets Himself 
Into a Box. : 


The special grand jury spent another day 
in the attempt to trace the responsible par- 
ties in the murder of Dr. Cronin. It wasa 
tedious session for the jurors, as all the facts 
which were covered by the testimony had 
been published either before or durmg the 
investigation by the Coroner. The day was 
barren of new developments as far as the 
grand jury was concerned. 

Before the jurors and witnesses arrived 
the blood-stained trunk was taken upstairs 
into the jury-room. It was identified by 
Hermann Theel, one of the men who found 
it on Evanston avenue. The jurors, wit- 
nesses, and officers connected with the case 
were the only ones admitted on the floor 
where the grand jury room is situated. 

There was much testimony that was mere- 
ly formal. Henry Rosch of the Lake View 
Street Department told how he found the 
body in the catch-basin at Fifty-ninth street 
and Evanston avenue. Otner testimony re- 
ferred to points already well settled. As to 
the renting of the Carlson cottage by the 
mysterious Frank Williams and his com- 
panion, both the Carlsons, tather and son, 
testified. Butin view of the recent develop- 
ments in New York more stress was laid on 
the description of the men than in the previ- 
ous investigation. For this reason young 
Carlson was recailed in the afternoon to re- 
peat and complete his description of the 
men. 

DINAN CALLED TWICE. 

The same was done with Pat Dinan, the 
liveryman. In the morning he told what he 
knew of Dan Coughlin bespeaking the rig 
for his friend and the latter calling for it.

T. T. Conklin, P. W. Dunne, and Luke Dil- 
lon were present during the morning session, 
but were not called before the grand jury. 
Dillon wished to testify and stated to Mr. 
Longenecker his desire to return to Phila- 
delphia. The State’s Attorney, however, 
persuaded him to remain. He will be valuable 
if Maroney is brought here from New York.

Irish Societies Depose the Recent Rulers— 
The Existing Sentiment. 

The domination of triangle rule in Irish af- 
fairs in this country has received its death- 
blow. The exposures which are being made 
during this Cronin investigation will work a 
greater revolution in the conduct of Irish 
sympathizers and the action of Irish socie- 
ties in America than any revolution ever 
planned by triangle leaders for Ireland. 

It will be remembered that at the meeting 
of the United Irish Societies June 2 the now 
famous John F. Beggs introduced a sort of 
blanket mowon calling for the usual resolu- 
tions on the death of those members of the 
societies who had died during the last year. 
There were six of these—Michael Kelly, 
Henry F. Sheridan, Nicholas Murphy, Jobn 
J. Riordan, Capt. Michael Markey, and Dr. 
P. H. Cronin. Mr. Beggs sought to put the 
united societies on record as passing over 
Dr. Cronin’s removal with no other men- 
tion than would have been given any mem- 
ber of a society who might have died a nat- 
ura) death. 

Had there been no change in society affairs 
from the methods by which they had long 
been conducted this scheme would have been 
easily accomplished. But the change, which 
has by this time grown into a general move- 
ment, had then commenced. That was the 
Hirst general Irish meeting held since Dr. 
Cronin’s assassination. Irishmen who had 
for years cheerfully given tneir money had 
begun to do some thinking. They had not 
only thought but they were ready to act. 
Many men were out that day who had not at- 
tended such a meeting for a long time. 

The quickness with which the motive o 
the resolution was discerned and the em- 
phasis with. which it was rebuked must have 
astonished Mr. John F. Beggs. The President 
of the meeting wus authorized to appointa 
committee ts draft resolutions, but was to 
instruct them to draw up a separate resolu- 
tion on the death of Dr. Cronin. 

It was ten duys after this before the Pres- 
ident, Daniel Corkery, notifled the committee 
of its appointment. The names he selected 
were Francis F. Colby, E. M. Lenhiff, and 
John A. Fitzgerald. The committee was ap- 
pointed under Mr. Beggs’ motion, but for rea- 
sons which it is not necessary to dwell on 
Mr. Beggs had no piace on the committee. 

A COMPLETE REPUDIATION, 

Triangle adherents were once again shown- 
at that meeting that though they haa long 
run matters by virtue of a passive support 
they were really in a hopeless minority when 
it came to active resistance. Ine motion that 
the receipts from the annual picnic of the 
united societies should as usual. be contrib- 
uted to the triangle’s ‘‘ burial fund“ met 
with emphatic refusal, and it was resolved 
instead to send the money direct to Mr. 
Parnell). 

The action of the meeting indicated the 
way in which Irishmen in general looked on 
the exposures which were then only begin- 
ning to be made. What has since come to 
light concerning the methods of their leaders 
has horritied them. They see how the cause 
for which they have been earnestly working 
has been betrayed. 

A man who has labored hard in the Irish 
cause—labored so earnestiy that he has felt 
the weight of English law—said yesterday 
that he was astounded at the facts which are 
coming out under the inquiry of tbe law. 

“I never believed that Irish-Americans 
were really carrying outa 1 22 policy,“ 
said this man. “Though have been in 
British jails because of my loyalty to Par- 
neil, I never believed that the dynamite 
work which was constantly being discovered 
by the police was the work of any one hav- 

ing the cause of Ireland at heart. I was 
confident, rather, that it was the work of the 
British police, done to bring discredit on the 
reai friends of Ireland. The scheme of the 
triangle in carrying on such work had, tri- 
angle-like, three sides to it. Should Ireland 
become emancipated the golden stream 
which was flowing into their pockets would 
dry up. The exalted position as leaders of a 
great movement would terminate were the 
object of the movement accomplished. 
Peaceful settlement must be prevented. This 
is how the triangular scheme came to be de- 
veloped. They hit on a method of killing 
three birds with one stone. Dynamiters 
would be sent over, and the result would be 
a continuation of English coercion. This was 
the rod which was to smite the springs of 
American dollurs into activity, and at the 
same time there was furnished a safe meth- 
od of balancing accounts which had grown 
too light on one side, and forever disposing 
of the troublesome agent by whose aid the 
accounts were balanced.”’ 

That is how the real triends of Parnell 
look at these developments. Itis this view 
which wiil split Irish secret societies organ- 
ized for force purposes.

ILLEGALITY OF THE CLAN-NA-GAE 
A Section of the United States Statute 
Which Has a Bearing on the Order. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., June 13,—[Special.]— 
The question has arisen whether the revela- 
tions made in Chicago touching the inner 
proceedings and purposes of the Clan-na-Gael 
will bring the society into collision with the 
Federal Government. Tun TRIBUNE corre- 
spondent 1s advised that the only ground of 
Governmental interference with the order is 
to be found in Sec. 5,286 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, which is as 
follows: 

Sec. 5.286. Every person who, within the terri- 
tory or jurisdiction of the United States, begins 
or sets on foot, or provides or prepares the 
means of any military expedition or enterprise 
to be carried on from thence against the terri- 
tory or dominions of any foreign Prince or State, 
orof any colony, district, or people with whom 
the United States is at peace, shall be deemed 
guilty of a high misdemeanor ana shull be fined 
not exceeding $3,000 and imprisoned not more 
than three years. 

The Clan being a secret order, the Federal 
Government has not acquired knowledge of 
any violation of that statute by members of 
the order, and it is doubtful if the acts and 
preparations of the society have yet been 
detinite enough to bring anybody practically 
within the penalty of that statute. The 
British Government has been kept well in- 
formed of all the doings of the order, but 
nas not sought to have the law set in motion, 
preferring to wait for the possibility of an 
amendment of the statute in the direction of 
stringency. In fact, the current and ample 
knowledge always possessed by the British 
Government has robbed the order of any 
terrors in the direction professedly aimed at 
by its constitution. Occasionally the British 
Minister informally shows the Secretary of 
State, or a member of the Committee on For- 
eign Relations when Congress is in session, 
a minute from the Foreign Office summariz- 
ing some recent doings of the Clan-na-Gael. 
This is to let the peopie in authority know 
that the hospitality of the United States is 
being flagrantiy abused, and to prepare their 
minds for a right understanding of the case 
if the impotency that has hitherto character- 
zed the order should unexpectedly change 

into a mischievous activity. 


The Republican’s*’ Editorial. 

Omana, Neb., July 13.—[Special.}—Mr. O. 
H. Rothacker when asked about the editorial 
attacking the verdict of the Cronin jury in 
Alexander Sullivan’s case said he had noth- 
ing to say. A few weeks ago he wrote an 
article for the Republican, in which he riai- 
culed the Irish as a race for their failure to 
secure their independence from England 
ufter the prolonged struggle they had made. 
It was an Trishman’s nature, he said, to be 
an informer. If two of them entered into a 
conspiracy each would break his neck in the 
effort to inform on the other first. Mr. 
Rothacker is a Kentuckian by birth. He is 
understood to be on the inside in Irish af- 
fairs, but whether he is a member of any of 
the Irish organizations or not cannot be 
learned. 

Fred Nye, editor in chief of the Republican, 
when asked about the editorial, said: The 
editorial was the joint production of myself 
and Rothacker. I think, except from a Chi- 
cago standpoint, there was absolutely no evi- 
dence to hold Sullivan. He has been tried 
and a verdict rendered against him by the 
Chicago papers. [am not a member of the 
Clan-na-Gael nor any other Irish organiza- 
tion. The fact that Sullivan is had nothing 
to do with the Hepublican’s position.” 


Boland Blames the Clansmen. 

Kansas City, Mo., June 13.—Michael Bo- 
land, Recorder of Kansas City, whose name 
has been connected with that of Alexander 
Sullivan and other members of the Clan-na- 
Gael in connection with the Cronin murder 
mystery, expressed the opinion tonight that 
Cronin was murdered by members of the 
Clan-na-Gael. He compared the crime to the 
Phoenix Park massacre, but declared his posi- 
tive belief that neither the order as a body nor 
any of its leaders or most prominent 
members was responsible. He thought that 
some of the more ignorant members, sharing 
the general belief that Cronin was a spy, 
killed him in a mistaken idea that 
they were doing the order good. 
Recorder Boland received as absurd 
a suggestion that Sullivan or any 
of the leaders was even remotely connected 
with the conspiracy, saying that if for no 
other reason than that of common sense Sul- 
livan and other open enemies of Cronin 
would held aloof from any unlawful act. 

It was discovered last night that there 
have been nightly meetings of the Clan-na- 
Gael in Kansas City for the last three weeks. 
There is quite a large number of the order 
living here. The meetings have, of course, 
been conducted with the strictest secrecy 
and nothing as to their purpose has been 
learned.

J. Rowe and presented by Mr. Neuberger. 
The petitioners describe themselves as near 
friends,“ and allege that the men are not 
held by legal commitment and that there is 
an entire absence of identitication. 

The prisoners will use their strongest efforts 
to show that they were in New York, orin the 
vicinity of this city, on the dates of all the 
events which led to the murder of Dr. 
Cronin, including the rental of the Clark 
strect flat, the purchase of furniture, the 
rental of the Carlson house, and the calling 
for Dr. Cronin the nightof the murder. If 
they can demonstrate their presence here 
on those dates as clearly as they and their 
friends say they can it may become necessa- 
ry to bring witnesses here from Chicago for 
the purpose of identification. It may be pos- 
sible that this is one of the things they are 
fighting for. Bringing witnesses here from 
Chicago will be an expensive matter. Be- 
sides that it will delay the case and produce 
other embarrassing complications for tne 
prosecuting offices. 

DETECTIVES ON THE ALERT. 

Maj. Rudolph Fitzpatrick of No. 147 West 
Sixty-third street, who was Adjutant-General 
in the Fenian army that invaded Canada, is 
one of the men willing to swear that Maro- 
ney was in his place the day that Cronin was 
murdered. In spite of any denials Inspector 
Byrnes may make, it may be said with confl- 
dence that one of his detectives is looking 
after Fitzpatrick. The latter has an English 
wife who is an ardent supporter of Irish as- 
pirations. Fitzpatrick and his wife are re- 
lied on as two who will help to establish an 
alibi for Maroney. The attempt to prove the 
prisoners’ innocence will not stop with the 


evidence of Fitzpatrick and his wife and E. 


J. Rowe. One of Maroney’s callers at the 
Tombs yesterday was Thomas J. Dennehy of 
the Wolfe Tone Club of Brooklyn. He 
holds a political office in Kings County 
and is a trusted man in the anti-Devoy- 
Breslin wing of the Clan-na-Gael. Maroney, 
Dennehy, and Gen. Millen, the latter a mem- 
ber of the Press Club, now dead, went across 
the Atlantic ona mission“ not quite two 
years ago. Maroney was known as Mei- 
ville.“ Dennehy’s assumed name is not 
known. Dennehy, however, has many Clan- 
na-Gael men in his camp, and he is expected 
to take part in the alibi business, 

The Executive Committee of the Clan-na- 
Gael or United Brotherhood of America met 
last night ana decided that Maroney and Mc- 
Donald should be kept in New York if possi- 
ble by any form of law. All the members 
did not meet together. Some were reached 
by telegraph, and Patrick Egan, who is on 
the occan, was not, of covrse, reached. 
The meeting is said to have been 
held in Philadelphia, and those alleged 
to have been present are Thomas S. Konayne 
of No: 5 Beekman street, New York; Thomas 
Tierney of No. 112 Berry street, Brooklyn; 
J. J. Bradley of No. 1221 Chestnut street, 
Philadelphia; O’Meagher Condon of the New 
York Press Club; and John M. Leonard of 
Fall River, Mass. The meeting may not 
have been held in Philadelphia, but on good 
authority it is alleged to have been held 
there. These men are anxious about Maro- 
ney because the British Government wants 
him. Senator John Sherman has a bill in 
the Senate which would, if it became a law, 
hand Maroney over to British justice. It is 
the desire of the Clan-na-Gael to get Maro- 
ney free and out of the way. 

MARONEY’S LAWYER’S PLANS. 

Lawyer Neuberger, counsel for Maroney, 
said today to a reporter: 

“My client has been foolish in saying. 
that he wanted to go to Chicago. He says 
it because he knows he is innocent, but he 
has forgotten the condition of affairs in that 
city.

FRIENDS OF THE TWO PRISONERS, 


Men Who Are Interested in Behalf of Ma- 
roney and McDonald. 

New Tonk, June 13.—[{Special.]—There 
will be an interesting scene tomorrow in the 
Supreme Court chambers. Maroney and Me- 
Donald will appear on writs of habeas corpus. 
The friends of the accused have determined 
to fight the extradition at every step. As- 
sistant District Attorney H. D. MacDona is 
prepared for this and will have witnesses on 
hand to identify the men. No other 
question can be : argued than: Are 
they John J. Maroney and Charles 
McDonald. Nevertheless, to make assur- 
ance doubly sure, there will be Chicago 


witnesses in court. Officers from that city, 
started for New York 


and witnesses 
Wednesday night. After leaving Chicago 
the party decided taking separate routes so 
as not to attract attention. They arrived to- 
night. The friends of Alexander Sullivan 
are standing solidly together. Thomas 8. 
Ronayne, Secretary to the executive body of 
the Clan-na-Gael, has, it is understood, re- 
ceived a large sum of money to be used for 
Maroney and McDonald’s defense. 

A reporter made inguiries about the vis- 
itors to the prisoners with the following re- 
sults, obtained, of course, from a Clan-na- 
Gael man: 

Thomas J. Dennehy, one of the visitors,“ 
he said, is a leader of the Sullivan faction 
in Brooklyn, and was a member of the Fi- 
nance Committee in the Boston convention 
of the clan in 1884. Readers of the papers 
will remember the publication of the last 
month of the proceedings of the committee 
which tried the triangle on charges made by 
John Devoy. Well, Dennehy was a witness on 
that trial for the triangle. He was also a 
delegate to the Pittsburg convention of 1886, 
where the anti-Suliivanites say more cooking 
of accounts was done. At the Boston con- 
vention Dennehy was elected district mem- 
ber for Brooklyn. Within a few months 
after that convention the officers of the 
Brooklyn camps demanded Dennehy’s re- 
moval from his position. At that time 
there were seven Brooklyn camps 
which had joined the kickers or prot- 
estants against the triangle policy. It was 
hoped that Dennehy’s removal from office 
would bring these camps back to the Sulli- 
van fold. John C. Maguire, now Register of 
Arrears in Brooklyn, in whose office Dennehy 
is redemption clerk, was appointed in his 
place. Maguire, who is regarded as a 
straightforward man, tried to win back the 
dissatisfied camps but failed. Dennehy, on 
his removal, went around Brookiyn uttermg 
savage threats against the triangle, and as- 
serting that if its members did not reinstate 
him he would make the country too hot tor 
them. Three months after that Maguire 
was removed from the office of dis- 
trict member ana Dennehy was given his 
old position. Consequently he has been a 
warm friend of the triangie ever since. Anti- 
Sullivanites think that Ronayne is a ‘tool? 
of Dennehy. Edward J. Rowe has often 
figured in the local political campaigns of 
New York and is now a saloonkeeper. He is 
a member of the Clau-na-Gael. He was once 
expelied for disobedience or something of 
that kind, but was restored to membership by 
Alexander Sullivan.“ 

These are the men who take most interest 
in the men now under arrest. 


Superintendent Hubbard said last night 
that he knew nothing concerning the of- 
ficers or witnesses who are said to nave gone 
to New York to identify Maroney and Mc- 
Donald.

DESMOND A REMARKABLE MAN, 


His Australian Achievement—T. J. Den- 
nehy Talks—Desmond in Washington. 
New York, June 13.— [Special. Desmond 

is a remarkabie man, and isa fit subject for 

a novel. Indeed, half the heroes of fiction do

venture. He is of fine physique and nas a 
handsome face, with a clear, bold eye, large 
brown mustache, and astrong, determined 
chin. He is five feet eleven inches in higt.t 
and weighs about 200 pounds. He is well 
known to the whole Irish race in connection 
with the Catalpa expedition which rescued 
the Fenian prisoners in 1876 from Australia. 
He was selected by John C. Talbat, district 
membér of the Pacific coast in 1885, as 
best man on the coast for any 
enterprise requiring coolness, nerve, and 
luck. Desmond accompanied the late John 
reslin to Perth, Western Australia, where 
he quietly set to work at his trade as a coach- 
builder. He never once aroused the sus- 
picions of the colonial autborities. On the 
day of the rescue he drove one of the traps 
or buggies with the rescued prison- 
ers—Bresiin driving the other con- 
veyanve—from Freemantle to an old 
wooden jetty fourteen miles away, where 
the whale boats of the Catalpa were await- 
ing them. On his arrival here Desmond re- 
ceived a great reception from the Irish of 
New York and other Eastern cities. He was 
the hero in every ball, party, and dinner, 

Desmond is not believed to be the sort 
of man to commit a wanton murder. He 
is described us brave, generous, and honest. 
The feeling among the anti-‘Suliivan men 
here is one of hope that Desmond may not be 
round to have had anything to do with the 
murder.

Thomas J. Dennehy, Redemption Clerk of 
the Brookiyn Register’s office, was a close 
friend of John J. Maroney and “one of the 
many tools of Alexander Sullivan.” It is 
also asserted that Maroney and Dennehy had 
gone to Engiand together during Queen Vic- 
toria’s jubilee and had been closely watched 
by the British detectives, who suspected that 
they intended to assassinate the Queen. Den- 
nehy was charged with absenting himself 
from his office since Maroney’s arrest and 
putting forth every effort to secure his re 
lease. Mr. Dennehy denied these charges to 
night. He said: 

_ “I know Maroney, and believing him to be 
innocent of ali knowledge of or participation 
in the Cronin murder I went over to see him 
and to do what I could for Mrs. Maroney, 
who has five children to take care of. 
arrest was brought about through malice. I 
have never been regarded as fa ‘tool of 
Alexander Sullivan,’ nor a tool of any other 
man. But I will say this, that I have known 
Mr. Sullivan well and favorably, and con- 
sider him one of the ablest men in the Irish 
cause. When I went abroad in 1887 I did so 
for my health and for recreation. I had no 
mission, and I was not under instructions 
from Mr. Sullivan or any bod eise.“ 

It was said at the police central office to- 
night that a prisoner had been taken into 
custody during the afternoon in Brooklpu. 
The man was smuggled into the building, 
and, although the front and rear doors were 
watched, he was not recognized. As no in- 
formation concerning the capture was given 
out, the suspicion, of course, was that the 
prisoner may be concerned in the Crouin 
case. 

Sullivan’s opponents here attach much 
significance to the ardor of Delahanty, 
Ronayne, and Dennehy in coming to the de- 
fense of Maroney and McDonald and to their 
anxiety to preyent their being taken to 
Chicago. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 13.—A dispatch 
from Chicago this afternoon states that Tom 
Desmond, an Irish Nationalist and a mem- 
ber of the Clan-na-Gael Society, aud well 
known on the Pacific slope, was wanted for 
complicity in the Cronin murder. Desmond 


is at present in Washington, where he has | 


been, according to his own statement, since 
the 2ist of May. When shown the dispatch 
from Chic he went immediately to the 
nearest police station and offered to surren- 
der himself, but as the officers would 
not arrest him he left his address and said he 
was willing to go to Chicago at any time. 
While in Washington Desmond has made no 
secret of bis whereabouts, and has met near- 
ly all the prominent Irishmen in the city. 
Desmond says that both he and McDonald, 
who was arrested in New York, were in New 
York the day Cronin was murdered. Mr. 
Thomas H. Walsh, a clerk in one of the Gov- 
ernment departments, and a well known 
Irish land-leaguer, corroborates both state- 
ments. 


DESMOND’S WESTERN CAREER, 


His San ancisco Record—Leader of the 
adicals—Elected Sheriff. 

San Francisco, Cal., June 13.—[{Special.]— 
Ex-Sheriff Thomas Desmond, who has been 
mentioned in the conjectures about the 
Cronin murder, has been prominent for many 
years in California amongst the most radical 
Irish advocates of open rebellion in Ireland. 
Desmond was an active organizer in the 
Fenian movement and had to fly from Ireland 


to escape arrest. Coming to California in 


1872 he became prominent as an Irish Nation- 
alist and was for sometime Captain of an 
Irish company. His political associates 
were all men of such radical views on the 
Irish question and s0 avowedly hostile 
to the Roman Catholic Church that they 
were formally excommunicated by one of 
the ecclesiastics of this city. This only in- 
creased their hostility and they banded to- 
ether and started a weekly journal, which 

evoted a large share of its editorial space 
to proving that the Roman Catholic Church 
was responsible not only for the destitution 
in Ireland but the maintenance of English 
rule. George Jessup was editor of the jour- 
nal and has lately contributed some articles to 
the Century magazine, in which the paper was 
referred to as the Irish Aigle.“ Desmond 
was one of the directors of the joint stock 
company that owned the journal. He be- 
came known to Irish Nationalists throughout 
tne world by aiding in the escape of the 
Fenian prisoners some years ago from Free- 
mantle jail in Australia, where they had been 
sent from Ireland under hfe sentence. 

He bobbed up again after a period of 
inaction as a leader in the sandlot ex- 
citement and riots, when thousands 
of dissatistied workingmen met daily 
and threatened to wrecg the city. Des- 
mond received the nomination for Sheriff 
of San Francisco from the sandlotters and 
was elected. During his term of office the 
Rev. Mr. Kalloch became Mayor by the 
sandlot vote, and was shot by Charles De 
Young, eaitor of the Chronicle, who, in turn, 
was killedin his own office by young Kal- 
loch. Sheriff Desmond openly took sides with 
the prisoner and obtained him a jury which 
acquitted him. Desmond, after the acquit- 
tal, took young Kalloch through the city in 
a carriage drawn by several hundred cheer- 
ing sandlotters. 

Desmond was a close friend of the cele- 
brated Capt. McCaffrey, well known on the 
Pacific coast as a man of iron nerve and ac- 
credited more than once with active com- 
plicity in the Phoenix Park tragedy. Des- 
mond was supposed to have gone to Wash- 
ington to look for a political appointment, as 
he turned Republican in the last cam- 
paign. His trip East was consid- 
erably accelerated, it is said, by the 
wrath of an Oregon husband who 
foolishly intrusted his wife to Desmond’s 
care in the voyage down to San Francisco. 
The story narrated by the wife so exasper- 
ated the husband, it is said, that if Desmond 
had not skipped out speedily there would 
have been 4 tragedy. A letter from the ag- 
grieved spouse containing the details of the 
scandal reached Washington even before 
Desmond could get there. 


DIFFICULTY IN ANOTHER QUARTER. 


Shattered Condition of the Irish National 
Land League in This Country. 

New York, June 13.—/[Special.|—An even- 
ing paper publishes the following: 

The professional Irishmen who are now rather 
busy with the Cronin case have another big con- 
tract on their hands, and unless unlooked-tor 
good fortune abides with them there will be a 
disruption of the Irish National Land League of 
America as a sort of afterciap to the Clan-na- 
Gael business.

A Majority of the Capital to Be Held by 
the British ®pecalators. 

East Sacinaw, Mich., June 13.—[Special. |j— 
Thomas Ward and James Stubbs of Engiand 
and A. P. Mitchell of New York, the En- 
glist and American representatives of the 
salt syndicate, are in the city and today in- 
spected a number of the most extensive salt 
works. The former is a recognized authority 
on salt matters, while the latter is the larg- 
est salt manufacturer in England. Both were 
impressed with the magnitude of the lumber 
interests of the Saginaw, while they 
thought this country was certainly one 
of magnificent distances. Mr. Mitchell, in 
talking of the syndicate’s progress, said: 
“The union will be purely an American 
affair, but will contain some English capital. 
We asked the English to putin $20,000,000, 
but $200,000,000 was raised in less than no 
time. Only $20,000,000 of English capital will 
be used, however, and $15,000,000 of Ameri- 
can capital. The readiness with which the 
Englishmen offered their money for the en- 
terprise shows how confident they are that a 
salt union in this country, when properly 
managed, can be made remunerative. At 
present the salt men of America 
are making no money, but once a 
union is formed things will be differ- 
ent. Every manufacturer will realize a 
living profit, and that, too, without advanc- 
ing the price of sait. Even supposing the 
price of salt was advanced two ceuts per bar- 
rei, how could that possibly affect the con- 
sumer? He would never ieel it, but two 
cents would help the manufacturer wonder- 
fully. The object of the union is to prevent 
the English manufacturers from dumping so 
much of their surplus on this side. When 
they are interested in the American concern 
they will naturaily look somewhere else for 
a market. We could easily have raised 
money enough in this country, but preferred 
for the reason stated to interest the English- 
men.“ The visitors go nence to the Kansas 
salt fields.

NO EASY TASK AT PINE RIDGE AGENCY. 


Probability That the Indians Will Not 
Readily Sign the Sioux Treaty. 

Pint Ripvee Acency, Dak., June 13.—The 
Commissioners arrived at 1 p. m. The In- 
dians are assembling at the agency from dis- 
tant camps on the reservation, and it is pos- 
sibie that the general council will not be held 
until Saturday. There are a large number 
of the Indians present already. They were 
counciling at their camps this afternoon in 
order to decide upon their speakers and their 
line of policy when they have their talk with 


the Commissioners. 

This agency contains 5,600 Indians, mainly 
Ogalalla Sioux, the balance being Northern 
Cheyennes, about 500 in number. On the 
agency list there are 1.283 names of men 
qualified to vote on the question of assenting 
to the act of Congress. Large numbers of 
these are absent with Buffalo Bilil’s com- 
pany or other similar traveling combina- 
tions. It is even doubtful whether 
the requisite three-fourths of the adult males 
needed ure now present on the reservation. 
Red Cioud, American Horse, Little Wound, 
No Flesh, Man-A fraid-of-His- Horses, and 
Blue Horse are the prominent Chiefs. 
It is probable that none of these except 
No Flesh will openly favor the 
bill; the others, and especially Rea Cloud, 
will talk in opposition. Red Cioud is essen- 
tiaily a politician, and, while it is for his in- 
terest that the bill should be accepted on ac- 
count of the vrovision paying him for the 
horses taken from his band in 1876, he will 
try to dodge the responsibility of openly 
favoring the bill. 

The Indians are nearly all opposed to dis- 
posing of any portion of their reservation, 
ana view with suspicion any offer on the 
part of the Government. They say as they 
did at Rosebud, that the treaty of 1868 is not 
yet expired and that there will be time 
enough when it has expired two talk about 
selling their land. While the success at Rose- 
bud will greatly facilitate the work bere, the 
Commissioners are fully aware of the diffi- 
culties which must be overcome. 


A LIFE LOST IN THE FLAMES, 


Edward Crawley Burned to Death in a 
Leadville Building While Drunk. 

LEADVILLE, Colo., June 13.—A hre result- 
ing from a drunken spree occurred in a West 
Chestnut street laundry this morning. Ed- 
ward Crawley, formerly of St. Louis, was 
burned to death. Graham, another inmate, 
escaped. Crawley attempted to escape, but 
was too drunk to find the door, and feil by 
the window and was burned. Three build- 
ings were destroyed. Loss, $6,000. 

Drrurn, Minn., June 13.—([Special.]—News 
from Sandstone, Moose Lake, Hinckley, Bar- 
num, and other villages in this neighborhood 
reports the new forest tres as bad as those of 
a month agg. The whole country is dry and 
the woods urn like tinder. Much damage 
has been done and more is likeiy. A number 
of logzi ng and tie camps, ties, etc., have been 
destroyed, and at Sandstone the Eastern Min- 
nesota Railway bridge is reported in great 
danger. 

ISHPEMING, Mich., June 13.—[Special.]— 
Fire this afternoon nearly destroyed tne Me- 
Key Block, occupied by merchants and law 
and insurance offices. Loss nearly $15,000, 
partially covered by insurance. 

Sr. Paci, Minn., June 13.—This afternoon 
in West St. Paul a fire originated in a small 
stable, spread rapidiy, anu consumed three 
dwellings, — 2 a small hotel. One horse 
was also burned. The loss is about $40,000, 
on which there is partial insurance. 


A Threatening Blaze. 

Shortly before 11 o’clock last night fire 
broke out in the auction shop of Nicholas & 
Friend, No.:404 Milwaukee avenue. The fire 
looked threatening and a second alarm was 
sent in. The blaze spread to the rest of the 
three story frame building, but little damage 
was done.

The men on truck No. 2 pulled a 
number out of the windows and quieted the 
rest. 


LORD CECIL, EVANGELIST, DROWNED. 


The Son of the Marquis of Exeter Loses 
His Life in Ontario. 

NAPANEE, Ont., June 13.— [Special.] — Lord 
Adelbert Percy Cecil, the evangelist, was 
drowned last night near Adolphustown. He 
was crossing ina sailboat from Adolphus- 
town toan island where he had his canip, 
and his sail fouling he stood up in the boat 
to free it, when a squall struck him and he 
fell overboard. He attempted to swim to his 
boat, which was drifting away from him 
rapidly, but having an overcoat on he failed 
to catch it and turned and made for the 
shore, but sunk suddenly when fifty 
feet away. A man on shore witnessed 
the accident and states that the swimmer ap- 
peared to be quite strong enough to reach the 
shore when be sunk or he would have swam 
outto him. The body was recovered today 
and brought here. It will be kept in a vault 
until instructions are received from England 
as to its disposition. 

Lord Cecil was the third son of the Marquis 
of Exter and a cousin to the Marquis of Salis- 
bury. Premier of Engiand. He came to 
Canada about 1861 with the Riue Brigade. 
He was about 46 years of ace and unmarried. 
He had no relatives in Canada. For the last 
fifteen years or morehe has been doing 
evangelist work and is well koown through- 
out Eastern Ontario, where he will be great- 
ly missed. 


Visitors from Japan. 

Mr. H. Sato, a Royal Commissioner from 
Japan and representative of the Local Govern- 
ment of Yezo, called on Mayor Cregier yester- 
day. His mussion is to obtain information con- 
cerning the best methoas of. governing large 
cities, and to thatend he is collecting statistics 
and ordinances of the more important American 
cities. When he has secured ali his docu- 
ments he will go to Florida and spend a 
few months in digesting them and making his 
report. Mr. Sato is at the Grand Pacific, and 
with him are S. Hirose, a director in the Japan 
Bank, who, with bis wite, is en route to Paris, 
and Messrs. S. Tegima and T. Takagi of Tokio. 
The last named made a tour of the United 
States several years ago, inquiring into the in- 
dustrial school system, which has since been es- 
tablished in Japan. The party leaves for Niagara 
in a few days.

ATTACKED HIS KEEPERS, 


A MURDEROUS MANIAC CLEARS THE 
INSANE WARD AT THE JAIL,

He Breaks His Fetters and Smashes the 


Farniture—A Keiga of Terror in the De- 
tention Hospital—-Ex-Engineer Gerecke 
Driven from Town by Persecation—An 
Inspection of the Auditorium— The Chi- 
cago Opera- House Valuation Squabble 
—He Dropped His Revolver. 

A violent patient in the detention hospital 


escaped from his straight- jacket yesterday after- 
noon, and, after overpowering the attendants, 
armed himself with a pairof scissors and two 
broomsticks and kept everybody out of the ward 
for over an hour. The patient was Gampanello 
Geojell, who threw himself out of a third-story 
window on State street two weeks ago, and was 
then taken into custody. It was found necessary 
to place bim in restraint immediately. The pad- 
ded straps were buckled on his legs and arms 
and across his breast. Last Friday he got out of 
the straps, but Dr. Egbert, who is a powerful 
man, managed to subdue him before any harm 
was done. Additionai straps were placed upon 
the maniac and it was thought impossible for 
him to again escape. 

After the session of the County Court for the 
insane yesterday morning only two patients 
were left in the hospital. The two attendants, 
Harry Ferguson and Forrest B. Todd, who are 
both lightweights, were in one end of the 
ward when Geojell wormed himself out of 
his straps. He rushed upon them with great 
fury, and threw Todd under an iron door and cut 
Ferguson several times over the head with the 
scissors, They both sought refuge in rooms 
opening off the ward, and left Geojell in posses- 
sion. He wrenched apart an iron cot and de- 
stroyed everything in the ward that he could 
break, but did not attempt to molest the other 
patient, who sat in one corner laughing idiotic 
approval 

The matron and der assistants were greatly 
frightened and summoned the men from the en- 
gine-room, but no one would venture into the 
ward where the maniac was striding up and 
down, waving his weapons and surieking. A 
A crowa of several hundred people gathered 
outside, and while they stood there the maniac 
smashed the glass in the windows and made vio- 
lent efforts to force the door, which at one time 
nearly gave way. When this happened men and 
women scattered in all directions. 

Policemen were called from the Chicago Ave- 
nue Station, and, headed by Officer Harry Bell, 
entered the ward and overpowered Geojell. The 
madman resisted with all his strength, ard suc- 
ceeded in cutting Bell upon the head and the 
back of his right hana. 

There is no padded cell in the detention hos- 
pital, and to successfully confine a violent pa- 
tient the attendants must put handcuffs on his 
wrists, irons on his legs, and bind him to a chair 
with straps. 


GERECKE FORCED TO LEAVE, 


He Who Pumped Water Instead of Wind 
Driven from the City’s Gates. 

F. W. Gerecke, a mechanical engineer of un- 
usual skill, was summoned to Chicago from New- 
burg, N. Y., in 1887 to take charge of the city 
Water-Works. 

He came with high hopes and armed with re- 
markable ability. A wonderful change gradual- 
ly took place in the Water-Works system. Com- 
plaints ceased. Expenses were lessened. The 
engineer from Newburg was asuccess. He dis- 
covered among other things that the old engines 
were consuming a vast quantity of coal every 
day in pumping ozone instead of water. The 
new engineer considered that the people of Cihi- 
cago preferred their air by the more direct and 
less costly method, and in consequence the en- 
gines were soon pumping more water in ten 
revolutions per minute than before in eighteen. 

About the time when things were at least ip 
good shape and running smoothly Mr. Cregier 
was elected Mayor. One of his first official acts 
was to remove the Newburg engineer. 

Mr. Gerecke found himself a ship adrift on an 
unknown sea. He had little money and but tew 
personal acquaintances. But be had come to 
Chicago in the expectation of remaining, and he 
opened a small office and hung out his sign. 
The last chapter of Mr. Gerecke’s Chicago ex- 
perience will begin next Tuesday, when he will 
mount a train for Newburg, where he will again 


drive down the stakes he pulled up two years | 


ago. 

“The whole sourceof my misfortunes,” he 
said yesterday afternoon, “arises from the op- 
position of the Association of Engineers. They 
felt aggrieved that Mr. Roche should bring an 
outsiderin whenso manyof them might have 
done as well. He said there wasn’t one of them 
could take apart and put together a locomotive, 
and that didn’t please them. They cast a heavy 
vote against Mr. Roche on that score alone. 

When they had done Mr. Roche all she harm 
they could their ill-will seemed to have been 
transferred tome. Iwill have the charity to 
hope that with most of them it is merely a mat- 
ter of principle. When I hung out a shingle and 
tried to make money enough to keep on my feet 
Ifound obstacles constantly in my way, cast 
thers by tne society.

At first he ussured me there 
would not be the slightest difficulty about it. 
But the society paid their respects to him, I sup- 
pose, and now lhave no more hope from that 
source.

They have, Ithink, interviewed Representative 
Mason also. 

“I don’t know what to think of it all. I was 
never aware of having enemies until recently 
and I never remember having offended any one. 
The only cause I can assign is simply being a 
‘foreigner.’ The Water-Works reports which I 
made ana which came upin the campaign were 
absolutely true. I believe I have saved Chicago 
several thousands of dollars. But it's no use to 
kick, and the upshot of the matter is that I am 
going back to Newburg next week and trv to 
pick up again the thread I dropped two years 
ago. Lcan't fight forever an association like 
the engineers’, I have neither patience, time, nor 
money to do it.“ 


THEY VISIT THE AUDITORIUM, * 


A Party Makes a Tour of the Big Building 
and Is Much Impressed. 

A party consisting of Mayor Cregier, Frank 
Wenter, W. G. Beale, George Schneider, C. F. 
Gunther, Martin Ryerson, C. L. Hutchinson, 
A. G. Spalding, Gen. W. S. Smith, Charles A. 
Holt, James R. W. Doolittle Jr., Henry Field, A. 
A. Sprague, Louis Wampold, W. L. B. Jenney, 
J. W. Scott, Gen. C. W. Drew, S. D. Kimbark. 
John R. Walsh, Patrick Farrelly, Isaac E. 
Adams, and L. D. Cleveland visited the Audi 
torium yesterday atternoon at the invitation of 
Ferd W. Peck, President of the Auditorium 
Association. With Messrs. Peck and Milward 
Adams, the latter manager of the Auditorium 
Theatre, as guides, and D. Adler and Louis H. 
Sullivan, architects of the building, to make ex- 
plauations, the party made a thorough tour of 
the huge structure, first ascending to the tenth 
floor by elevator, three of which are already 
running, and thence mounting by a narrow iron 
stairway to the roof of the big tower, 224 feet 
from the ground. 

It was a weary climb, but the view from the 
top repaid the effort At this hight the bowl- 
like effect spoken of by balloonists is plainly per- 
ceptible, the horizon in all directions appearing 
to be on a level with the eye, while the vertical 
distance to the ground seemed much greater 
thanit really was. From the eighteenth floor. 
or observatory, the visitors were conducted down 
to the tenth, or top floor of the main building, 
on the east front of which is the immense dining- 
room of the Auditorium Hotel. The hotel will 
have 400 rooms, and its appointments will be the 
best that modern science can provide. Down 
through the successive stories of the hotel the 
party was led tothe main office on the second 
floor, which opens on an open loggia facing 
Michigan boulevard. Italian workmen were en- 
gaged in laying the floors of the loggia and office 
in marble mosaic. 25,000 square feet of which 
will be laid in the building. 

Next the party visited the great auditorium of 
the theatre, capable of seating 4.500 persons and 
of being reduced so as to be suitable for 2,500. 
By placing seats on the stage and erecting tem- 
porary galleries the scating Capacity can be in- 
creased to 8,000. There is but one larger stage 
in the world—that of La Scala in Milan. In 
that hole,.“ said Mr. Peck, pointing to a deep ex- 
cavation where a score of workmen were putting 
in place a gigantic hydraulic cylinder, “ we are 
going to put $150,000, but when it is done we will 
have the most perfect stage in the world.“ Man- 
ager Adams explained that the cylinder was only 
oue of a half dozen, by means of which the stage 
in sections can be lowered and raised. He said 
the stage proper would be movable and easily- 
shifted to one side. 

“If necessary, while the action of one scene is 
taking place on this stuge we Can have the next 
scene set on one beiow, and by the pressure of a 
lever we have scene second in an instant. The 
hydraulic power will also be used in agtating 
the stage in water scenes. It will be so nicely 
adjusted that the motion will be either imper- 
ceptibie or so sudden as to upset things, jusi as 
we wish. All the scenery will be worked from 
above.“ 

The front of the stage is seveuty feet between 
the proscenium bores, of which there will be 
twenty on each side; but ordinarily, by an ar- 
rangement of the proscenium arch, only fifty 
feet front will be used. 

The interior of the theatre will be finished in 
gold and old ivory. ‘After inspecting the labyrinth 
of engines, boilers, dynamos, pipes. and furnaces 
in the basement the party dispersed greatiy im- 
pressed with the magnitude and magnificence of 
the still unfinished structure. The theatre will 
be opened Dec. 9.

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DOUBLE DROWNING IN THE CALUMET 


George and Charles Sherwood Lose Their 
Lives Near Kensington. 

A double drowning yesterday afternoon result- 
ed in the deaths of George and Charles Sher- 
wood, aged respectively 14 and 17 years, the sons 
of a Northwestern Railway conductor living on 
One Hundred and Fifteenth street, between 
State street and Michigan avenue.

The police 
reached the spot about 5 o'clock, and after a half. 
hour’s labor with a grappling-hook the bodies 
were recovered.

SHOT IN THE LEG BY A TOY SCOUT. 


A Veteran Patrolman Has His Picture 
Taken with Disastrous Results. 
Edward Boissy of No. 8 Johnson street was 
accidentally shot yesterday afternoon.

In case, however, results are not at once appar- 
ent or the course taken is found to be disadvan- 
tagsous to other interests it may become neces- 
sary to advance the rate upon such line or lines 
as receive an unreasonable proportion of the 
trafiic, and the right is reserved to make that 
recommendation or to propose any other ar- 
rangement adapted to accomplish the result 
above indicated, The matter is also held open 
for further consideration in respect to other lines 
should occasion arise. The Executive Board 
recommends immediate consideration by man- 
agers of the question of establishing a joint 
agency for the handling of the traffic in question. 
It beHeves that this method will put an end to 
favoritism and discrimination among shippers, 
will greatly reduce the expense of receiving and 
transporting the freight, will act as a check upon 
all kinds of irregularities and controversies, and 
will be in various ways a great advantage to 
both shippers and railroads. 


It is neither necessary nor prudent for the 
railroad managers to “indicate the method“ 
by which freight is to be diverted from one 
road to another so as to effect an equitable 
distribution“ and accomplish practically all 
the purposes of pooling. The Executive 
Board suggesta, however, quite plainly that 


to act on the hint without explicit instruc- 
tions, but if they fail to do so discriminaied 
rates will have to be established in favor of 
some lines and against others. All this in 
the face of the plain provision of tne Inter- 
State act forbidding railroads to make any 
combination for the pooling of freignts of 
different and competing railroads or wo di- 
vide between them the aggregate or net 
proceeds of the earnings or any portion 
thereof.“ The suggestion that the roads 
should provide a “joint agency“ for the 
Bandling of competitive traffic implies the 
violauon of the letter of that portion of the 
Inter-State act which prohibits the pooling 
of freights, while the intimations as to 
diverting traffic.arein direct antagonism to 
the meaning and spirit of the law. 

What difference does it make whether rail- 
roads divide earnings and apportion freight 
or adopt some other method to secure an 
equitable distribution”! Ia either event 
they succeed in suppressing that competition 
which the Inter-State act seeks to foster and 
preserve. It is not to be supposed that be- 
cause the Inter-State act forbids the sup- 
pression of competition through pooling that 
it Will permit the same end to be reached by 
other methods somewhat different in detail 
but identical in purpose and ultimate effect. 
The courts have never recognized any dif- 
ference between money pools and agreements 
or devices to maintain rates. In the United 
States Cirouit Court in Louisiana a few 
years ago it was declared that membership 
ma traffic association was improper, and 
the receivers of the Texas & Pacilic were 
ordered to withdraw from such an associa- 
tion because it had the power to make dis- 
criminating rates. Such an association was 
regarded as a pool to all practical intents and 
purposes. 

Some of the parties to the “gentiemen’s 
agreement“ may find themselves in serious 
trouble if they commit themselves a little 
more definitely to the policy of making dis- 
crimivating rates and diverting traffic to se- 
cure an “ equitabledistribution.” Juries are 
now being called on to aid the Inter-State 
Commission in the enforcement of tue law. 
The freight agent recently indicted and con- 
victed in Missouri for making an unjust dis- 
crimination might give a timely warning. 
The Judge submitted the testimony to tne 
jurors and called on them to say, as a matter 
of fact, whether the discrimination proved 
was reasonable or not. In like manner a 
jury may be called upon to determine as a 
matter of fact whether traffic agreements 
are not mere shifts and evasfons by which 
the law is violated and the roads practically 
pooled. If the question can be once pre- 
sented to a jury in this way there can be no 
doubt a verdict will be returned declaring 
that the roads are pooling their freights and 
evasively violating the law. 


THE CLAMOROUS CANADIANS. 
The Canadian papers keep up their insen- 
sate clamor over the right of their poachers 
to slaughter breeding seals and their young, 


ber of vessels that are going into Alaskan 
waters this summer on this murderous busi- 
ness and the dispatch of British cruisers to 
protect them in the destruction of a lucra- 
tive British industry. Meanwhile, unmoved 
by their boasts or their menaces, the Ameri- 
can Government keeps steadily on in the 
course marked outfor it by Congress and 
proclaimed publicly by the President, and, 
pending the failure of negotiations now go- 
ing on with Great Britain, will enforce the 
statutes as amended at the last session at 
any cost by seizing and punishing any of 
the Canadian poachers found killing female 
seals and their young in the breeding season. 

It is a little surprising that our esteemed 
contemporaries over the border should take 
the view they do of this question, and that 
they should assume with such confidence 
that the British Government will’ sustain 
their contention. They seem to torget that 
this is not a question of limits or jurisdic- 
tion. Neither the proclamation of the Pres- 
ident nor the statute which called it out 
lays down any limits of jurisdiction beyond 
the limits as defined in the treaty of cession 
from Russia, They provide only for the 
stoppage of the Canadian slaughter which is 
leading to the extermination of the seals. 
Our contention is only that these pirates 
sifall not kill female seals in quest of food 
and starve their young in the breeding sea- 
son, and there are two good reasons for be- 
heving that England will not interfere to 
protect the Canadians, First, the poachers

market. Second, Lord Salisbury himself, 
in official communications to this Gov- 
ernment through its late Minister, Mr. 
Phelps, has defined the policy of the En- 
giish Government as favorable to making 
Behring Sea a mare clausum during the seal- 
breeding season. The English recognize as 
clearly as the Americans that the life of the 
seal trade is at stake and that if the Cana- 
dians are allowed to continue their selfish, 
greedy, murderous course it is only a ques- 
tion of ashort time how soon seal fur will 
vanish entirely as a commodity in the mar- 
ket, : 

In spite therefore of Canadian clamor and 
bombast we apprehend no trouble with Great 
Britain and we make no doubt that Secre- 
tary Blaine in the negotiations said to be 
pending willarrive at an amicabje under- 
standing by which the Canadian poaching 
will be stopped. But whether he does or not, 
it will be stopped all the same. The policy 
outlined in the proclamation was not orig- 
inated by Secretary Biaine or by President 
Harrison, but by the American Congress 
and by the votes of both parties in that Con- 
gress, representing the sentiment of the 
whole people. There is to be no backdown 
from that policy. :

ANIMUS OF THE CLAN-NA-GAEL CONSPIR- 
ATOBS. 

The real purpose of the Clan-na-Gael con- 
spiracy may be inferred with tolerable accu- 
racy. It is reasonable to infer from the evi- 
dence before the Coroner’s jury: 

First—That these conspirators—constitut- 
ing at the time the governing body but not the 
rank and file of the Clan-na-Gael—had no 
sympathy with Mr. Parnell and his scheme of 
constitutional agitation, or with the efforts of 
mr. Gladstone for a measure of home rule for 
Ireland. They wanted to break Mr. Parnell 
down. His purpose is not revolutionary and 
does not involve separation from Great Brit- 
ain or the setting up of a “republic” in 
Ireland. Every measure of success obtained 
by Parnell and Gladstone was a blow to the 
so-called ‘“‘revolutionary’’ cause, and every 
setback to that cause had a bad effect on the 
contributions. The Irish patriots who han- 
dled the funds were out for revenue, and 
they took an immediate and earnest interest 
in keeping up the flow of United States cur- 
rency into the treasury of the Clan-na-Gael, 
which they afterward tapped for their 
own personal uses. It was important to 
them that the “Irish Republic” chi- 
mera should be kept constantly in the 
foreground and that Parnell’s plan of 
constitutional agitation should fall into 
disrepute and fail. To accomplish this 
they thought there was no surer way than 
to establish a propaganda of force, for which 
Parnell would be heid responsible morally if 
not actually, and thus bring odium upon him 
and his cause. 

Second — They wanted money for their own 
private uses, and to get money it was neces- 
sary that they should undertake operations 


of force in a grand and spectacular manner, 


like the explosion in Westminster Hall or 
the blowing up of London bridge. It is safe 
to say that they had no intention of striking 
terror to the hearts of the English by these 
dramatic displays, which they knew under 
the circumstances would be flascoes. Their 
scheme was to enthuse their ignorant Irish 
dupes in this country and to stimulate collec- 
tions. Each “explosion” in England was a 
prelude to the passing of the contribution 
box among the “camps” in America. 

Third—To cover their ulterior purpose of 
raising money for personal and private uses 
it wus necessary to prepare in advance 
an account of the disposition of these funds. 
What more plausible explanation could be 
made than the statement that the funds had 
been made over to the dynamitards? How 
easy it was to charge the money up to them, 
send them across the ocean to take their 
chances after having notified the English of 
their coming, knowing that once lodged in 
English prisons or executed their accounts 
could rot be audited. Meanwhile the embez- 
zlers could speculate to their hearts’ content 
with the Irish funds, and there is every rea- 
son to believe that they did, until Cronin and 
his friends discovered the game, since whidh 
time the subscriptions have naturally lan- 
guished. 

It is safe to say that we haye seen the end 
of the dynamite confidence business. Mr. 
Parnell has not beeninjured. ‘Tne Irish re- 
public” has become odious, and the swin- 
dlers ars caught or in a fair way to be.

THE SMOKE NUISANCE ORDINANCE 

The special Committee on the Smoke 
Nuisance will submit to the Council at its 
next meeting an ordinance which it has 
drafted. It provides that the issuance of 
“dense smoke from the smokestack of a 
locomotive or à tug, or the chimney of a 
building, shall be a nuisance, and that the 
owner and the engineer or stoker shall be 
liable to a fine of from @% to $50. The en- 
gineer working in a building where there is 
no smoke-consumer is relieved from liability, 
but not so the one who isonatugor loco- 
motive. It is also made the duty of the Com- 
missioner of Health and Chief of Police to 
see that these reguiations are lived up to and 
to have those who violate them arrested and 
prosecuted. 

There are some good points to this ordinance. 
The provision for the fining of the engineers 
and stokers is admirable. It has long been 
known that careless firing, the cause of most 
of the trouble, is something for which they 
are directly responsible. Many of them 
have a prejudice against smoke-consuming 
devices, which occasionally interfere with 
their slouchy ways of running things. 
W hether the Council, which once refused to 
pass such an ordinance, will do it now re- 
mains to be seen. It is well also to have the 
police on the lookout. There is but one 
Smoke Inspector while there are bundreds 
of policemen. The latter should report the 
offenders and the former see that the proper 
proceedings are begun against them, 

It may be said that dense smoke“ is 
rather an indefinite term. Itis difficult, how- 
ever, to use a more precise phrase. It will | 
not do to say there shall be no smoke at all, 
for that is out of the question. The lighter, 
dull-gray smoke can be tolerated if the thick, 
sooty- black clouds that now pour from chim- 
neys and smokestacks van be done away 
with, Any one of common sense knows 
what dense smoke” is, and the courts will 
not insiston knowing the exact degree of 
density. 

But the value of this ordinance, as of all 
others, lies in the application on’t.” A 
poor law which is enforced is better than an 
admirable one which is not. It all depends 
on the city authorities. If they choose to 
lessen greatly the smoke nuisance it is in 
their power todo it. If they do not choose 
it will not be done. The record of the past, 
so far as municipal attempts at abatement 
are concerned, has been one of neglect and 
inefficiency. The record of the future is yet 
to be made. 


WEAK REASONS FOR A BAD CAUSE. 

The Democratic bosses of the Town of 
Lake are tighting annexation because it will 
loosen their grip on the spoils and force 
them to live by their own labor instead of 
that of other people. In their effort to get 
votes they have managed to rope in what is 
called the Citizens’ Alliance, which is un- 
derstood to be much the same thing as the 
Englewood Church Union. These auxilia- 
ries were secured partly by false statements, 
partly by the threat that whether they 
swung into line or not annexation would be 
beaten anyway, and if they staid out in the 
cold the Trustees to be chosen next spring 
would repeal the ordinance creating the big 
prohibition district between Fitty- fifth and 
Seventy-seventh streets and Halsted and 
State. The Citizens’ Alliance has thus been 
misled and buildozed into issuing a circular 
which makes the following extraordinary 
statement as to the effects of annexation: 


1, The probable destruction of our prohibitory 
districts by reason of defects in the law. 

2. The probable extension of the fire limits, 
thereby hindering the growth and improvement 
of the town, 

3. The liability that our streets would be largely 
given up to the use of railroad corporations, with- 
out necessary restrictions. 

4. The increase of taxes and water rates. 

5. Injury to our schools, and a check upon the 
building of necessary additional school-houses. 

‘6. Participation in the immense debt of Chi- 
Cage, which is Many times per capita that of 

ake. 


7. The stoppage, to a very large extent, of 
sewer-building and other public improvements 
whereby the growth and prosperity of the town 
would be retarded and a large number of labor- 
ing — and mechanics thrown out ef employ- 
men 


If those residents of Englewood who want 
their prohibition district preserved would 
stop to think they would see that while they 
may not be abie to defeat annexation their 
votes would certainly carry it. The action 
of the packers in coming out in favor of 
union with the city has stripped the town 
bosses of hundreds of votes which they 
were depending on. Therefore the Engle- 
wood voters should reflect on the following 
facts: 

1. If annexation is defeated it will bein 
the power of a Town Board, controlled by a 
party which is hostile to local option, to wipe 
out the Englewood district. It can do this 
no matter which way the Englewooders vote. 
If annexation wins that prohibition district 
will exist as long as the voters in the terri- 
tory concerned say so. Who can be more 
safely trusted—the people concerned or the 
Democratic town bosses? As for “defects 
in the law.“ that is bosh. There are none. 

2. The fire limits will not be extended ex- 
cept at the request of the people interested. 
Nothing is harder than to extend the fire 
limits. Only two great fires drove this city 
to make her limits what they now are. 

g. It will be impossible for the City Coun- 
cil to make more reckless and profligate 
grants of streets to railway companies than 
the Trustees of Lake have doue. Many of 
the most important ones have been given up 
with absolutely no restrictions. 

4. Taxes cannot increase; they will lessen. 
The assessment will be made by an assessor 
elected by the Town of Lake. The taxes will 
be no greater than the 2 per cent limitation, 
plus school tax, interest on funded debt, and 
public library tax. The school tax in Chicago 
is lower than in Lake, and the amount which 
a Chicagoan pays yearly for interest on the 
bonded debt is less than what the Lake prop- 
erty-owner does. The water rates will be 
lower and the supply larger and of better 
quality. 

5. Almost every school districtin Lake is 
in the hands of a set of spoilsmen who run 
the schools for their own personal benefit. 
Some of the districts have been most horri- 
bly and scandalously mismanaged. It has 
not yet been found necessary to indict mem- 
bers of the Chicago School Board. It has 
been found necessary to prosecute Lake 
School Trustees. 

6. The debt of Lake is $20 per capita, that 
of Chicago less than $16. 

7. Sewer-building will go on as usual if 
property-owners want sewers. They will be 
built by special assessment, as now, and their 
construction will be optional with those who 
will be benefited by them. The same will be 
true of street-paving. No laboringmen and 
mechanics will be thrown out of a job, but 
some favored contractors who have been get- 
ting high prices for bad work will step to the 
rear.

They usually go 
about in herds of from half a dozen to a 
score, sometimes singly, and occasionally in 
couples, in the steep, densely wooded hills, 
and rarely issuing from their seclusion ex- 
cept at night. 
the Sultan, who usually resides at Pekan, 
the Capital of Pahang, removed to Pulan 
awer in the end of February, accompanied 
by about 1,000 men, and immediately set 
them to work to build a strong fence along 
the edge of the river. so as to inclose the en- 
lire promontory, except that part in connec- 
tion with the mainiand, which was to be left 
Undisturbed until the herd were found to 
have entered of their own accord, which 
they were expected todo about the end of 
April. However, there was consternation 
and confusion in the camp when at daybreak 
April 6 it was discovered that a large herd of 
bisons had found their way on to the promon- 
tory during the night and still remuined 
there. Only about a mile of the barricade 
had been completed, and there remainefi an- 
other mile and a half to be done before the 
beasts could be surrounded. 

The whole force of men, which had been 
steadily increasing in numbers, and now 
amounted to over 1,500, were immediately 
put on to complete the fence, which they suc- 
ceeded in doing by nighttall, to the surprise 
of every one, inciuding themselves, The 
bison were now safe inside. In one corner 
of the kraal, some fifty yards from the river, 
and well above it, a smaller inciosure about 
twenty yards square was constructed, and 
into this, after considerable difficulty, the 
entire herd, numbering twenty-four head, 
wasdriven, — 

Terrified by the noise of the beaters, and 
wild with fear, the great creatures appeared 
almost mad, and rush about attacking 
each other with indescribable fury. They 
pontinued to charge and fixht like demons, 
amid the yells and cheers of the excited 
crowd, until at nightfall ten of tne noble 
beasts lay dead or dying. Two more suc- 
cumbed during the night, and it was a pitia- 
ble sight next morning to see the twelve sur- 
vivors all jaded and gory—utterly exhausted, 
but still vicious and game.“ Four of the 
slain—two bullae and two cows—measured 
eighteen hands and over in hight at the dor- 
sul ridge. One huge bull, the largest of all, 
Who is still living, must measure eighteen 
hends three inches. Large covered bamboo 
rafts were constructed, and some of the 
bisons have been driven on board these and 
sent down to Pekan, a distance of 150 miles; 
the others will follow in aue course. At the 
time of writing a large cow and two smaller 
ones are at Pekan. The large cow, which 
was presented to the Resident, has been gen- 
erously offered to the Singapore Museum, 
and is now being skinned and prepared prior 
to being set un there. Another hus been pre- 
sented to the Governor, and is now on its way 
‘to Singapore alive. The large cow measures 
eighteen hands one inch at the dorsal ridge 
and sixteen hands three inches in hight at 
the shoulder. Itis to be hoped that the bison 
will now be identified, so as to definitely set- 
tle the vexed question as to whether the Ma- 
lay bison and Indian gaur are the same 
species. Two tigers were caught in the 
kraal, but both made their escape. Several 
deer and pigs, however, were successfully 
captured. It was intended to send one or 
two of the live bisons to England, if possible, 
as One has never been seen there, owever, 
there is but littie chance of their either liv- 
ing in captivity or standing the voyage. 
This is believed to be the first large bison 
kraal on record. . 


THE GYPSIES ARE DISAPPEARING. 


Stories of the Mysterious People Who 
Wunder About the World. 

The Academy; There is a fascination about 
„ gypsy lore’’ which is perhaps increasingly 
felt now that these nomadic insurgents are 
being gradually—slowly, it my be, but surely 
—absorbed by the environing civilization. 
The altered conditions of modern society 
make their wandering life more difficult, 
their language is invaded by gaujo elements, 
mixed marriages attenuate the strength of 
the Romany biood, and dotted over the map 
of Europe there are now little stationary 
colonies of house-dwelling gypsies, who no 
longer take the road or fold their tents like 
the Arabs.”’ 

The gypsies have been clearly visible in 

Europe for four centuries and a half. They 
have been the Ishmaelites of the modern 
world. It at the present day tue law has 
ceased to treat them harshly, the social pres- 
sure is probably greater, so that itis now or 
never for those who wish to make a scientific 
study of these wanderers. A volume, en- 
jtled The Gypsies,“ by Adrian A. Colocci, 
orms an excelient iptroduction to such a 
study. The persecutions of the Zingari have 
been many and bitter. Even in the last 
century they were accused of cannibalism! 
To their foreign appearance and strange 
mode of life they added the practice of arts 
that were regarded as irreligious and 
heathenish. 5 

It will ve neus to many to learn that it was 
not until 1856 that, by the abolition of Ro- 
many slavery in Dacia, the freedom of the 
Zingariin Europe was completed. Colocci 
agrees with other observers in regarding the 
gypsies as practically destitute of religion, 
although willing to adopt pominally the pre- 
vuiling faith of any country in which they 
may be sojourners. In England they are 
Protestante, in Turkey Mohammedans. Mor- 
alty they are untrained children, indifferent 
to everything but the satisfaction of the de- 
sire of the moment, whether tnat desfre be 
the offspring of love, or greed, or bate. 

While there is but littie gypsy poetry 
among the English tribes, the “gift and 
faculty divine“ appears profusely both in 
Spain and inthe remoter parts of Europe; 
and one of the most interesting portions of 
this book is that which gives specimens of 
the Komany muse. The pieces are mostly 
short, often strange in form, but not in-

BURIAL PLACES IN CHINA. 


Queer Modes of Sepulture in the Celestial 
‘Country. 

A writer in Blackwood’s Magazine says: The 
dead are for the most part buried, not as with 
us, in ground set apart for that purpose 
(though one frequently lights upon cem- 
eteries duly chosen with regard to their 
lucky position), but they are simply taid 
down anywhere and everywhere. Few 
things strike the traveler more than the 
Chinese mode of sepuiture. Burial mounds 
and coffins—the latter sometimes exposed 
in all their hideous bareness, at other times 
wrapped up in matting, like large chests of 
tu meet tne eye at every tura. The China- 
man, as is well known, maintains a sacred 
reverence for the spot where his relatives, 
and especially his ancestors, have been 
buried, and for his native locality as the 
religiously-desired place of his own ultimate 
sepulture. 
the sacredness of the spot, and with the 
ministering services of the wind and water 
spirits,“ is looked upon as anathema, Ran- 
Ways are considered decidedly uncanny. 
There is no denying the fact. But there is 
alsono denying that the reverence of the 
average Celestial for the graves of his an- 
cestorsis only second to his reverence tor 
the almighty dollar. This bas been proved 
times without number in the neignborhood 
of the treaty ports where the foreigner has 
erected his own “uncanny’”’ abodes, which 
frequently interfered with the Fongshui” 
of burial places, or, as was often the base 
necessitated the removal of ‘the burial 
mounds or coffins; but a few dollars to the 
representative of the 8 almost invaria- 
bly smoothed the difficulty. ln a country, then 
like China, where there are fertile piains of 
vast extent, and which, therefore, present 
few engineering difficulties; in a country 
where the cheapest labor in the world exists 
in an inexhaustible supply—-labor which, 
from the wonderful aptitude for acquiring 
proficiency inborn in every Coinaman, would 
soon become skilled labor—the sum at 
which the Chinese assess the damage 
to the graves of their ancestors would 
add but a smali amount to the mileage 
cost of the iron roads. It may be re- 
membered that a few years ago a railway 
about eight miles in length was laid down be- 
tween Shanghai and Woo-Sung, near the 
mouth of the Yange-tse-kiang. It succeeded 
extremely weil—so well, in fact, that the 
provincial authorities became alarmed lest 
the success might be used as a precedent and 
and an argument for further construction, 
and it was bought from the British house 
which had constructed it; and then, ro the 
horror of the foreign community, the rails 
were torn up and shipped to Formosa, on the 
shores of which they lie rusting at the pres- 
eat moment. This railway was carried 
through one of the most denseiy-coffired dis- 
tricts I came across in China, but the Feng- 
shui” opposition was easily overcome. Be- 
sides, it is not impossible that the vermillion 
pencil itself may be called into requisition in 
the form of an edict dealing in a summary 
manner with the question of ancestor com- 
pensation. 


4 QUEER BIT OF HISTORY, 


British Fleet Was Threatened 
with a Cowhide. 

Sag Harbor (L. I.) Apres, During the 
war of 1812a Montauk cattle-keeper gained 
a signal victory over the English fleét, then 
lying in Gardiner’s Bay, under command of 
Admiral Hardy.

GEN. LLOYD 8. BRYCE WAS HIGH IN 
THE EDITOR’S FAVOR, 
. 

The Democratic Ex-Congressman Given a 
Controlling Interest in the “North 
American Keview”—Disposition of the 
Personal Property—Patriot O’Donovan- 
Rossa Finds His Libel Suit Against 
Cassidy Summarily Dismissed — Other 
New York News, 

New York. June _13.—[Special.]—Ex-May- 
or Edward Cooper and Charles U. Cotting 
this afternoon filed with Probate Clerk Tin- 
rey the will of Charles Allen Thorndike 
Rice, late editor and proprietor of the North 
American Review. Mr. Cotting is a resident 
of Brookline, Mass., and with Count de 
Banuelos of Madrid, an uncie of Mr. Rice, is 
an executor and trustee under the will, The 
instrument was executed Sept. 7, 1881, while 
Mr. Rice was at the Adelphi Hotel, Liver- 
pool. It bequeaths the sum of $100,000 
to each of Mr, Rice’s cousins, Marie 
de Banuelos and Antoinette de Banuelos, 
and $20,000 to his stepfather, Frederick Kof- 
fer, of Darmstadt, Germany. To his friend 
Lloyd 8. Bryce he leaves fifty-one hun- 
dredths of his interest in the North American 
dteview ana the stock in trade, machinery, 
plant, and effects. The residue of the estate 
is left as follows: One-third to his aunt, 
Countess de Banuelos; one-third to his aunt, 
Countess de Sartiges; and the remaining 
one-third to be divided among James, 
Charles T., and Mary Martha Parker, chil- 
dren of his iate aunt, Martha Parker. The 
value of the persona! estate is fixed at $26,000, 
The will gives Gen. Bryce the con- 
trollng interest in the magazine, 
and, of course, he wil be its 
editor. The will was made in 1881 hefore 
Gen. Bryce gotinto politics and was elected 
to Congress as a representative of the County 
Democracy. He was elected in 1886, but 
defeated by a Tammany man last year. in 
Congress he represented exactly the opposite 
of Mr. Rice’s ideas. Mr. Rice was a protec- 
tionist, while Gen. Bryce 1s a free-trader and 
voted for the Mills bill. Whether his frec- 
trade doctrines will be exploited in the 
Review will not be known for some time, as 
he is nowin Europe. In the meantime W. 
H. Rideing, who was employed by Mr. Rice 
just before he died, will have editoriai charge 
of the magazine. 


O DONOVAN- ROSSA LOST HIS SUIT. 


Justice Smith Summarily Dismissed the 
Libel Suit Against Cassidy, 

New York, June 13.—[Special.]—Despair, 
rage, and humiliation were depicted on the 
face of Patriot“ Jeremiah O’Donovan- 
Rossa as be seized all the papers on the ta- 
ble before him, dashed them pell-mell into his 
satchel, and, pulling his sombrero down over 
his eyes, rushed from the Court of Special 
Sessions this afternoon.

Rossa fumed under his breath. Cassidy 
said that he learned all about the scheme the 
day after it had failed, and therefore couid 
not have done anything to thwart it had he 
wanted to.

HOW THEY PLAYED OLD-TIME BILLIARDS. 


Discovery of What Is Known as “ English” 
—Lord Chesterfield and the Sharper. 

New York Sun; With regard to the cue, 
which had then no tip, though leather tips 
were invented by Mingaud, a Frenchman, 
about the same period, the player is advised 
to roughen the end with a file to prevent its 
slipping from the ball. The advice as to 
playing the game is for the most part sound, 
and has been copied into the majority of the 
works publisned since. The rules appear to 
be mainly founded upon some French ones 
promulgated shortly before, and here it is 
that we meet with the famous axiom 
so often repeated since that: L’angle 
d’incidence de la bille contre une des bandes 
du biliard est egal a langle de re- 
flexion,’’-but the players of that day soon 
discovered that, especially when using the 
cue, the angie of retiexion was not always 
equal to the angle of incidence; that is to 
say, what we now call side“ had been ac- 
cidentally put on, with the result that the 
ball was deflected one way or the other, ac- 
cording to the side on which it was struck. 
W hite saw this and elaborately explains that 
it is the effect of the particular manner in 
which the point of the instrument is applied 
to the ball, and it requires some delicacy to 
avoid it.“ Here was the first recognition of 
the side stroke; but White only looked upon 
it as a nuisance to be avoided by playing with 
the butt, and it was not utilized until shortly 
afterward, when Bartley, the proprietor of 
billiard-rooms at, Bath, rediscovered it, as it 
were, and showed it to his marker, Carr. 
This individualsaw the capabilities of the 
stroke and improved upon it, and ivis said 
that while it was still a secret he attributed 
it to the chalk he used, and sold it for half a 
crown a box as possessing “ twisting” pow- 
ers. 

Billiards, like most other games, and espe- 
cially those which depend upon skill as well 
as chance, has been since its earliest days a 
favorite one with chevaliers d’industrie. It 
can be, of course, and is played fairly and 
honestly by gentlemen, but the sharper ” 
sees in it many opportunities for his illicit 
gains, and no sketch of its history would be 
complete without some notice of the way in 
which he proceeds. White complains that 
even in his time the game had been in some 
measure prostituted by a set of men who in- 
fest the various places of public resort and 
live upon the spoils of the unwary,“ and in 
an elaborate foot note he warns his readers 
against betting with strangers, who may all 
the time be concealing the strength of their 
game. The caution was needed if 
there were many men about like a 
Mr. Andrews who flourished about the pe- 
riod at which the book appeared. We are 
told of this interesting individual that he 
devoted himself entirely to the goddess and 
worshiped her incessantiy in the form of two 
ivory balls. He was remarkably thin, not 
tall, and a perfect vacuum with respect to 
every possible idea except billiards. It is 
said that while always ‘** laying by for bets” 
and exercising latent finesse,’ he did not 
win so much money as his devotion to the 
game deserved, though his gains were con- 
siderable.

falo—Additional Customs Inspectors 
Asked For by Collector Seeberger as a 
Matter of Precaution Against Opium 
Smuggling, : 


The Lehigh Valley has taken 1,000,000 bushels 
of vorn for shipment to New York at 6% cents a 
bushel by lake and rail. This is said to be the 
largest lump amount ever taken by a lake and rail 
line. The rate given is a clear drop of 1½ cents 
a bushel over the tariff rates of the lake and rail 
lines, and is within % of a cent of the lake and 
canal rate. A good deal of the grain is in transit 
on wild boats. 

The cut in the rate from Buffalo is the startling 
feature of the transaction, and shows that the 
Lehigh Valley is on the warpath. Coming just 
at this juncture when canalboats are waiting at 
Buffalo by hundreas for loads it will have a 
disastrous effect on the Canal Forwarders’ As- 
sociation, which thus far this season has held 
canal freights firm from the outset, notwith- 
standing the light demand for boats. A collapse 
of the caualboat pool is likely to follow. 

Yesterday the other lake and rail lines made 
no effort to meet the Lehigh Valley’s cut, and as 
@ consequence got no corn whatever for New 
York. It is probable today wul see a change in 
this condition of affairs. 


Smuggling on Canadian Boats. 

Aninterview purporting to be with James 
Taylor, private secretary to Collector Seeberger, 
in which it was charged that a large amount of 
smuggling was being done here caused some 
stir in the Custom-House yesterday. Mr. Taylor 
denied the interview, Mr. Seeberger denied the 
statements it contained, and everybody denied 
everything. It was of course a most damaging 
comment on Mr. Seeberger's administration if 
the alleged statements of his private secretary 
were true. The inspectors appear to think there 
is some smuggling going on here. and have so 
reported. The Season of Navigation Inspectors 
have been increased by two over their number 
last year, and Mr. Seeberger has asked that two 
more still pe added, merely as a matter of cau- 
vion,” be says, during the excitement about 
opium smuggling. 

The system under which Canadian vessels are 
inspected upon arrival here was followed many 

ears before Mr. Seeberger became Collector. It 
s apparently the only practical way, and yet it 
has always been open to suspicion as a good 
cover for smugglers. There does not appear, be- 
yond the claims of Inspector McHale, any good 
ground for believing more smuggling is now be- 
ing done here than at any previous time in the 
last decade. The Canadian boats coming here 
trade indiscmminately between Toledo, Chicago, 
and Port Arthur, and out of the entire list not 
onecan be selected as at all likely to be en- 
gaged in wholesale smuggling. Their sailors, 
however, all do petty smuggling for their friends 
along the river, and a hundred inspectors could 
not stop it. 


The New City of Racine. 
The City of Racine did not arrive here until 11 
o' clock yesterday, and consequently will not go 
on her Milwaukee run until Saturday. She was 


looked over by a large numberof marine men 


and visitors, and will remain on inspection today 
at the Goodrich dock. Nothing in the way of 
passenger steamers coming out on this lake has 
excited the curiosity the new boat has done, and 
she fully comes up in the general elegance of her 
appointments to the reports that had come down 
from Manitowoc.

DRIVING OUT LOAFERS. 


TROOPS ORDERED TO KEEP IDLERS 
OUT OF JOHNSTOWN. 


Several Stores Have Upened and the Strick- 
en City Has Assumed Something of a 
Business Air—Reduced Estimates of the 
Awfal Loss of Life—Survivors Making 
Heroic Kffortsa to Bring Order Out of 
Chaos— 1 dditions to the Relief Fund. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 13.— The rst real 
work under the supervision of the State com- 
menced this morning at 6 o’clock. The 
whistle at the Cambria Iron and Steel Works 
was the signal for the men to commence, and 
about 1,500 started in with their picks add 
shovels. The early morning was warm and 
cloudy. As the morning advanced the 
weather grew warmer, and by 10 o’ciock the 
sun was shining brightly and every one on 
the-grouna was hard at work. During the 
morning a crowd of worthless loafers in 
some Manner secured an entrance to the 
town and wanted to inaugurate a 
strike among the workmen. Some of 
the laborers were already dissat- 
istied at having new bosses over them and 
only wanted a chance to complain. James 
McKnignt of Pittsburg, one of the State con- 
tractors, got wind of the trouble brewing 
and went among the men and informed them 
that he would have no Kicking and that all 
those who wished to quit would have to ao so 
immediately, and about 100 of the men left, 
but the loafers remained around, and Mr. 
McKnight went to Gen. Hastings and de- 
manded protection for the men. A detach- 
ment of militia from the Fourteenth Regi- 
ment were detailed to the piace ,and they 
drove away all the men who refused to work. 
This caused Gen. Hastings to issue an order 
to the solaiers not to admit aay one to Johns- 
Lown proper without an order. 

Two grocery stores were today started near 
the Pennsylvania Railroad freight station. 
Both places were doing a land-office busi- 
ness, and this encouraged other merchants 
to start up, and the probabilities are that in- 
side of a week at least a hundred stores will 
be in operauon. Already two barber shops 
and one jeweiry store have been opened. 

Five bodies were recovered this morning 
and removed to the general morgue. The 
unfortunates were all women and only two 
were identified, Mrs. Wülam Layton and 
Mrs. Alice Jones. The other three were 
held for about three bours for identification 
and then buried. 

The general opinion among well posted 
people here is that the loss of life in the 
Johnstown flood will be betweea 3,000 and 
4,000. 

Today was the second day since the flood 
that Johnstown was not deluged with rain, 
aud under the influence of the bright sun the 
sandy soil was soon drying, and things in 

neral brightened up wonderfully. A num- 

er of stores, with their wares inside and 
cut, were started in business anew, ana large 
sales of flooded goods were effected, being 
bought chiefly as relics. 

The people are making heroic efforts to 
clean out their houses to fit them for habita- 
tion. Neighbors have combined to help one 
unother to reset houses on their foundations 
and to remove the drift and rubbish which 
bars entrance to their doors. The sewer 
pipes are all awry and the cellars are all full 
of water. There is need for engines to pump 
out the water as early as possible. 

PUTTING BUSINESS-MEN ON THEIR FEET. 

The Cambria Company started out a corps 
of surveyors this afternoon to locate lines of 
demarkation for the rebuilding and repair 
of their demolished plant. 

The first decisive step toward putting 
Johnstown’s business-mén on their feet was 
made today, when about 200 merchants who 
had survived the flood, many of them with- 
out a dollar, met Adjutant Generai Hastings 
this ufternoon and were assured that they 
would be reéstablished in business on long 
credit.

pt! a STATISTICS OF THE FLOOD. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 13.—The,report of the 
Bureau of Transportation, which died with 
the Citizens’ Relief Committee, was pre- 
sented to James B. Scott today. It shows 
that from June 4 to 11. inclusive, 1,592 peo- 
ple were given free transportation out 
of Johnstown. Out of these 872 were 
over the Pennsylvania and 720 over the 
Baltimore & Ohio. One hundred and seven- 
ty-six were sent to Pittsburg by the Balti- 
more & Onio and 636 over the Pennsylvania; 
157 Were sent to Philadelphia over the Baiti- 
more & Ohio. The Bureau of Information 
answered 287 telegrams and sixty-eight let- 
ters, mostly inquiries from anxious friends 
as to the safety of Johnstowners. 

Eight bodies were brought to the morzue 
in the Presbyterian Church on Main street 
today. Some were taken out of the ground 
immediately surrounding the church A 
party of men at work in the débris came 
across the dead bodies of Mrs. Myer and her 
daurtter locked in each other’s arms. 

The total number of bodies recovered to- 
day was 19, making the grand total of bodies 
recovered 1,999. 

The mass at the stone bridge was fired this 
afternoon and to night is burning furiously. 
With it is destroyed all hope of recovering 
the bodies that are certainly therein en- 
tombed.

GOV. BEAVER’S FINANCIAL PLANS, 


He Abandons the Scheme of Borrowing 
from the Treasury for Another. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 13.— A conference 
took piace this afternoon at the Lafayette 
Hotel between Gov. Beaver and members of 
the Citizens’ Relief Committee of Philadel- 
phia. The Governor suggested the commis- 
sion at once visit the flooded districts and de- 
termine where and how and when to distrib- 
ute the various funds. The Philadelphia 
members will start Monday next. 

Gov. Beaver announced that he had aban- 
doned the idea of using $1,000,000 out of the 
State Treasury under the proposed indemnity 
bond scheme, for the reason that such action 
might establish a bad precedent. He has 
decided instead toadopt the suggestion of 
William H. Kemble, that the morey be loaned 
to the Governor by private corporations. The 
Governor stuted that he had been offerea 
$1,000,000 by National banks of Philadelphia 
without security and without interest, the 
loaners to be reiiabursed by the Legislature 
at its next session, and he has accepted this 
offer. This money will be used to clear the 
streams and place the highways in order, 
and perform other necessary State work.

New York, June 13.—The steamer Alene, 
trom Kingston, Jamaica, June 6, arrived this 
morning. bringing intelligence substantiat- 
ing the London cable reports of Hippolyte’s 
victory and Legitime’s defeat. Chief Officer 
Williams of the Alene said that Legitime had 
sought the protection of the American Con- 
sul at Port au Prince.

ATTEMPT TO WRECK A TRAIN, 


A Wabash Vestibule Express Nearly De- 
railed at Middight—Offieers’ Statement. 
KANKAKEE, III., June 13.—[Special.]—All 

that can be learned here of the attempt to 
wreck the Wabash vestibule express last 
night is that parties placed about twenty ties, 
ends up, in asmali cuiverta short distance 
below Essex, in this county. The engine 
struck the ties and plunged into the air, atter 
which it settled back on the rails. A num- 
ber of the coaches were slightly damaged.

IMPORTATION OF SOUTHERN CATTLE, 


Gov. Fifer Issues a Proclamation Promul- 
‘gating the Live Stock Rules, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 13.—[Special. |— 
Gov. Fifer has issued a proclamation similar 
in its terms to the one heretofore in force re- 
garding the importation of Southern cattle 
considered dangerous because of their lia- 
bility to convey Texas or splenic fever, in 
which the rules ot the Board of Live Stock 
Commissioners include the sections of the 
emergency act passea by the last General 
Assembly, which define the duties of railroad, 
transportation, and stock-yard companies 
under the proclamation and one sec- 
tion directing the manner in which cars shall 
be cleansed by railroad companies after ship- 
ment from tnese.districts. This prociama- 
tion is made necessary in order to take ad- 
vantage of the penaities preseribed in the 
new act. the district heretofore scheduled re- 
maining the same.

AMON d THE RAILROADS. 


THE FIGHT OVER THE CHICAGO-ST. 
PAUL BUSINESS WAXING WARM. 


A Lively Session Anticipated This Morning, 
When the Subject Will Come Up for 
Discussion—Doings of the Board of 
Managers of the Gentlemen's Associ- 
atlon “ — Western Freight Matters—IIli- 
nois Central Will Not Extend Westward 
— Notes. 


Although the replies of the Lake Superior 
linesgo the proposition of the Chicago-St. Paul 
lines, that the former accept 60 per cent of the 
west-bound through traffic from the East to St. 
Paul and the Lake Michigan lines 40 per cent. 
and that rate be restored to tariff, were in the 
hands of Chairman Faithorn early yester- 
day morning, the matter could not be taken 
up for consideration because the Western Freight 
Association meeting did not get through with its 
work until it was deemed too late to täke up 
such an important question. The matter will 
come up this morning, and a lively session 
is anticipated. The Chicago-St. Paul lines 
will be confronted with the alternative 
of giving up all their through traffic 
from the East to St. Paul and Minneapolis 
or to muke a material reduction in the rate from 
Chicago locally to St. Paul and Minneapolis, and 
this willalso compel the reduction of rates to 
interior local points. From the General Man- 
agers of the St. Paul & Duluth and St. Paul, 
Minneapolis & Manitoba Roads, who were in the 
city yesterday, itis learned that their replies to 
the proposition of the Chicago-St. Paul lines are 
to the effect that they do not consider the propo- 
sition a concession, and therefore decline to ac- 
ceptit. They say that they have carried for the 
last two seasons between 8) and 90 per cent of 
the West-bound through traffic from the East to 
St. Paul, and that they think they are entitled to 
all of that traffic. If the Chicago-St: Paul lines 
desired a restoration of through rates and thus 
to avoid the necessity of reducing rates on their 
local traflic below an unprofitable basis all they 
had to do was to go out of the west-bound through 
business from the East to St. Paul during the 
navigation season. They refuse peremptorily to 
enter into any agreement with the Lake Michi- 
gan lines. 

Some of the Chicago lines, especially those 
having a large local traffic intermediate between 
Chicago and St. Paul, rather than reduce their 
local rates would be willing to go out ot the 
through business to St. Paul entirely as demand- 
ed by the Lake Superior lines. But the Burling- 
ton & Northern wiil not entertain such a propo- 
sition under any consideration. it says that it 
has to depend almost entirely upon its through 
business, having but few local points on its line 
that amount to anything. It proposes to remain 
“in theswim and fight for its share of the 
through traffic, regardless of consequentes. 

But aside from the determination of the Bur- 
lington & Northern to continue the fight 
with the Lake Superior lines, the other roads 
cannot well afford to let the Lake Superior lines 
take all the through business from the East, 
because the Lake Superior lines would be given 
un opportunity to enter the territory of the 


Chicago lines to upper Missouri River points. 


The Lake Superior lines could take the through 
business from New York to Sioux Falls, Sioux 
City, and Omaha at less rates than the direct 
Chicago lines charge from Chicago. The latter 
business they cannot afford to lose and conse- 
quently will be compelled to accept the proposi 
tion of the Burlington & Northern and continue 
to meet the rates made by the Lake Superior 
oints and reduce rates locally from Chicago to 
st. Paul to 46, 40. 30, 25, and 20 cents on the 
various classes. These rates are still materi- 
ally higher than the through rates, which are 28, 
28, 22, 12, 10, and 9 cents, Chicago to St. Paul. 
But the Burlington & Northern will probably 
not press a further reduction in the rates from 
Chicago locally tuan mentioned, because other- 
wise it would involve too serious a reduction in 
the local rates to intermediate points. It is a 
question, however, whether the Chicago shippers 
will be satisfied with a 46-cent rate first class 
against a 28-cent rate charged on traffic origi- 
nating east of this city. It is probable that the 
Chicago-St. Paul lines will apply to the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission for a temporary 
suspension of the long and short haul clause be- 
tween Chicago and St. Paul on account of the 
Lake Superior competition. 


Doings of the Board of Managers. 
The Railroad Committee of the Chicago Live 


Stock Exchange, consisting of Messrs. D. C. 


Wagner, W. L. Tamolyn, and C. A. Mallory, ap- 
peared before the Board of Managers of the 
Inter-State Commerce Railway Association yes- 
terday in reference to their application for 
changing the minimum weights upon live stock, 
especially on sheep, hogs, and calves. They 
filed statements in support of their claim and 
the matter was discussed at considerable length. 
The matter was finally referred to the Executive 
Committee of the Western Railway Weighing 
Association for investigation and report. 

Much time was spentin the consideration of 
proposed regulations regarding drayage and 
switching charges, which resulted finally in the 
appointment of a committee to collect facts and 
report a plan to be adopted by the association. 

Another effort was made to secure the election 
of two associate members of the Executive 
Board. but without result. None of the Chair- 
men of the four auxiliary associations being able 
to secure a unanimous vote, it was finally re- 
solved that the election be postponed until the 
next regular meeting, and in the meantime any 
cases that may arise shall be arbitrated by the 
Chairman and such other two of the Chairmen of 
the auxiliary associations as he may select. It 
is understood that in cases where the roads east 
of the Missouri River are interested Chairmen 
Midgley and Faithorn shall act with Chairman 
Walker, and in cases where the trans-Muissouri 
lines are interested either one of the two and 
Chairman Finley of the Trans- Missouri Associa- 
tion shall act with Chairman Walker. 

The committee appointed at the meeting 
Wednesday to consider the matter of free stor- 
age submitted the following report, and all its 
recommendations were adopted: 

“Your committee finds itself reluctantly 
obligea to recommend the cancellation of the 
vote by which the resolution as to free storage 
was passed. On consideration of the question 
we find that there are many cases where free 
storage is and has been furnished by the rail- 
roads. In some of these cases the transaction 1s 
a purely local matter, made necessary and justi- 
flable by the attendant circumstances, having no 
bearing on competitive business and injur- 
ing no other road. In other cases, and 
especially in large citiés, storage 
facilities have been furnished free or 
for a nominal consideration quite generally, 
and the practice has been so long continued as 
to have acquired the force of custom. That the 
custom is a dangerous one, and one that should 
be regulated, does not admit of question, but 
your committee do not believe that it can be at 
ome abolished by this organization by a resolu- 
tion so sweeping as that under discussion. It is 
impossible for an organization covering so much 
territory as does this association to go into the 
detail necessary to evolve a full definition of 
what constitutes free storage, or to state iu de- 
tail what should be prohibited and. what permit- 
ted. Your committee are of the opinion that for 
the present at least this whole subject should 
be dealt with by -local organizations, especially 
by car service associations at the principal cen- 
tres, and your committee further recommend 
these car service associations to the members 
and urge their establishment at all important 


points. 


Western Freight Affairs. 

The Western Freight Association (all divis- 
ions) reconvened at 10 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing to consider the subjects named in the call 
and not reached during the previous sessions. 
Regarding the issuance by Eastern agents of 
Western roads of bills of lading on shipments 
from the seaboard to points west of Chicago it 
was decided that, provided arrangements can be 
made with the Trans-Missouri Association and 
with the Northern line@ the practice of issuing 
such bills of lading should be discontinued, On 
the subject of changes of consignee or destina- 
tion on shipments of coal from Eastern lines it 
was decided that such changes should not be 
made except through the medium of the Eastern 
lines, so that any corrections which were 
rendered necessary in consequence of such 
changes could be made by such Eastern lines. 
It was decided to change the minimum on — 
barrels to 7.000 pounds. The question of equalli- 
gation of charges on rails was referred to the 
Chairman for investigation and to take such 
action as he may deem proper. As to weightson 
oatmeal, the subject was referred to the Classi- 


fication Committee. 


Illinois Central’s Extension Policy. 

Western dispatches have been regularly cred- 
iting the Illinois Central Railroad Company with 
every mysterious survey in the Northwest be- 
tween the Missouri River and the Pacific. The 
latest of these schemes for Western extension 
uted to that road was that a surveying 
pao had been started on from Pierre, Dak., and 

that a line would be built to Puget Sound. 
lilinois Central officials say that all talk of 
Western extension by their road at the present 
time 1s too absurd to receive any consideration. 
„We are now only to the border of the Far 
West,” said Mr. John Dunn, assistant to the 
Presideat. “Our Western terminus 1s Sioux 
Falls, just within the Territory of Dakota. Any 
statement that we are commencing a survey on 
from Pierre, a point itself 300 miles west of the 
end of our line, is ridiculous. The Illinois Ceu- 
trai will not build, nor is it surveying, any West- 
ern extension watever. All this gossip about 
our plans for line through totne Pacific is 
without we <“@zhtest foundation.

BUSINESS OF THE LAW COURTS. 


Mra. Wilson’s Suit Against the St. Paul 
Road—Other Items—The Record. 

Aug. 4, 1887, Mrs. Sophia Wilson of No. 173 Em- 
erson avenue walked across the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul tracks at North Wood street. In 
her arms she carried her infant child, Murray, 
and she was leading another child. Johnny, by 
the hana. There was no fiagman at the cross- 
ing, and as she walked from behind some freight- 
cars on a side track a locomotive dashed along, 
knocking her down and breaking several ribs. 
The children were torn from her and instantly 
Killed. Mrs. Wilson is suing the railway com- 
va ny in Judge Baker’s court for %,000 for her 
own injuries. She has suits pending in which 
she claims $5,000 for the killing of each of her 
children.“ 

The will ot Patrick Ford, wno killed his young 
wife and then himself, was proven by Judge 
IXnickerbocker yesterday. He left a $2,600 estate, 
chiefly in life insurance in the Foresters and An- 
cient Order of Hibernians, which he bequeathed 
to his son, Eugene Ford. 

The taking of evidence in the Clapp & Davies 
case was concluded by Judge Jamieson, and he 
directed the attorneys to submit their briefs and 
he would take the case under advisement. 

Christopher Strassheim is suing Elmendorf, 
Watte & Co. in Judge Tuthill’s court for $40,000 
damages. Strassheim was a commission mer- 
chant on South Water street. He owed the de- 
fendants $7,916, but says he paid this claim in full 
April 19, 1887. In spite of this, Mr. Strassheim 
says, Elmendorf, Watte & Co. sued him for au 
alleged debt of $3,209. He was victorious when 
the case came to trial, but he says his credit and 
good name were greatly injured by che lawsuit, 
and nothing less than the payment to him of 
$40,000 by the defendants can atone for the 
wrong. : 

The arguments in the Board of Trade injunc- 
tion suits were concludea before Judges Tuley, 
Collins, and Horton yesterday and the cases were 
all taken under advisement by the court. Decis- 
ions will be rendered on the motions to dissolve 
the injunctions as soon as the three Judges get 
time to consider the matter.

MANUFACTURERS OF GUM SHOES cox 
COCTING a SCHEME. 


Appointment of a Committee to Report 3 
Plan of Organization—It Is Claimed a 
Combine Is Necessary to Lift Prices 
Above the Cost of Production—Tobacco 
Men Explain Their Proposed Combine I 
Not of the Trust Variety. 


NEW YORK, June 13—A private dispatch re- 
ceived by a large representative firm in this city 
today states that a meeting of the rubber shoe 
manufacturers was held today at the Hotel 
Brunswick in the City of Boston for the purpose 
of perfecting plans for a rubber boot and shoe 
trust. After considerable discussion and a pres- 
entation of the plan of the trust organization by 
u gentleman largely interested in the Standard 
Oil Company a committee was appointed to re-. 
port at a subsequent meeting. 

The rubber manufacturers claim that the prices 
of rubber boots and shoes are now below the cost 
of production and these conditions are forcing 
the union of parties interested. 

The meeting was initiated by a petition to the 
manufacturers, signed by the jobbers throughout 
the country, requesting some action to steady 

rices. The heavy decline on the prices of rub- 
er shoes was caused by extensive competition 
at the beginning of the year. 


KNOWS OF NU TUBACCO TRUST. 


A Member of the Firm of Lorillard & Co, 
Doubts the St. Louis Dispatches, 

New YORK, June 13.—[Special.]—The dispatch 
from St. Louis announcing that a $25,000,000 to- 
bacco trust has been formed there is looked upon 
with skepticism at the office of Lorillard & Co. 
in Jersey City, the head of which firm is now in 
St. Louis. 

“I know nothing about it,” said a member of’ 
the firm to a reporter. All we have heard from 
Mr. Lorillard isa telegram announcing that he 
willreturn home Saturday. What action Mr. 
Lorillard has taken we are not likely to know 
here until his return.“ 

The gentleman admitted that if a $25,000,000 
syndicate had been formed, as alleged in the 
dispatch from St. Louis, he would in ail proba- 
bility have heard of it. Mr. Lorillara’s associate. 
in business said tnat his concern had been in the 
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habit of selling their tobaceos to Western od 


bers at a certain price, an agreement having 
been made with the jobbers at the time of sale. 
They sell the goods to retailers at a given price, 
which in the present instance is an increase of 
four cents per pound. The so-called “ Anti- 
Trusts bill passed by the Legislatures in the 
States of Missouri, Texas, Iowa, and Kansas 
made these contracts between the wholesalers 
and — illegal as the law is now construed,

Louis.“ said his partner, was to devise means, 
if possible. whereby jobbers can handle our 
goods. Of course, all sorts of rumors will be 
circulated, but tnere is no truth in this story as 
far as I know.”’ 


A member of the firm of Mr. Lorillard’s legal 


advisers in this city said they had heard nothin 
of the proposed syndicate. If sucha thing h 


_ transpired they would be likely to know of it. 


Another member of the Lorillard firm said: 

We had been obliged to enter into an agree- 
ment with dealers to prevent their selling our 
goods under the market prices, and in some 
cases we would withhold from them certain re 
ductions, say 5 per cent on certain sales until we 
were shown that the goods they purchased had 
not been disposed of at less than the fixed mar- 
ket rates. Of course these new laws prevent 
even such arrangements, and it is, proba- 
bly, Mr. Lorillard's intention to devise some 
plan within the limitations of tne law by which 
uniform selling prices can be secured and which | 
will receive the codperation of the jobbing trade. 
Another thing also may have given rise to these 
rumors of a trust, and that is the recent alliance 
of tobacco manufacturers for the protection of 
labels and trade-marks. Infringements of these 


distinctive marks have heretofore been numer- 


ous, Dut it is proposed by the alliance, which has 
its headquarters in New York, to keep a sharp 
lookout for offenders and to take action against 
them at once.“

All the old familiar, vague, mysterious hints, 
winks, and rumors were revived—those useful 
rumors which have several times in the past 
fascinated and dazzled the mob and enabled a 
pool to whirl the price up ten or twenty points 
and unload their stock—rumors of a deal,” of a

JULY WHEAT LOCALLY STRONGER, 


It Opens Lower, but Quickly Advances Over 
a Cent—Differing Crop Reports. 


Wheat apparently had no friends at the open- 


ing of the market. The closing figure the pre- 
vious day was 7658 cents for July, and it had 
failen in value—in the opinion of speculators— 
Se cent in the meantime, as it opened sub- 
stantially at 76 cents. There was not a great 
deal of wheat sold at the opening price, the de- 
sire to buy at that figure soon forcing. a higher 
range. The price gradually worked upward 
until 77%, or 1% cents over the opening figure, 


was reached. At this point came in telegrams _ 


from the Red River Valley announcing copious 
rains, in consequence of which a reactionjto 76% 
cents took place. The estimates of the Wash- 
ington Agricultura] Bureau are not accepted as 
by any means beyond dispute, independent crop 
experts of earned reputation for reliability ma- 
terially aiffering from the conclusions of Mr.
